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THE “CHANGARNIER” CRISIS. 


Tnx word “crisis” has been so often misemployed, especially with 
regard to French affairs, as to have lost much of its significance. 
There have, in fact, been so many alleged crises which have turned 
out to be no crises at all, that the world is loth to believe in a new 
one. Yet, the events of the last week in Paris have, in reality, de- 
served the name. Whether the crisis be really at an end at the 
time at which we write, it is impossible to say; but, pending or 
completed, the circumstances which preceded and must follow it 
will necessarily occupy a prominent place hereafter in the page of 
French history. 

Since the observations were penned which appeared upon the 
subject in our last week’s publication, the President has succeeded 
in forming a Ministry, and that Ministry have supported him in 
dismissing General Changarnier from his dangerous command. 
The General has been as coolly superseded as if he had been a cor- 
poral, and Paris has rather enjoyed than resented his disgrace. 
Contrary to the expectations that were in all probability enter- 
tained by that large party of politicians forming the majority of 
the Assembly, who have no confidence in one another, or 
in the Republic whose faithful servants they have sworn to 
be, the public opinion of the capital, and, as far as it is yet 
known, of the provinces, has supported Louis Napoleon. 
Though claiming to be the friends of order, the members of the 
Parliamentary majority have allowed their hatred of the Revolution, 
and their jealousy of the President, to betray them into a position 
the very opposite of that which they desired to hold; and they 
stand before the country convicted in the most palpable manner of 
a series of gross political blunders. Louis Napoleon, who, on the 
contrary, has made no secret of the fact, that he has no respect for 
that article of the Constitution which forbidshis own re-election, has 


letter and its spirit, and has greatly strengthened his previous position. 
The temperate manner in which he has upheld the dignity of his 
office has procured him many new friends, without the sacrifice of 
any old ones ; and, in the merely personal matter of his ambition 
to make himself Consul, Emperor, or President for life, he has 
gained an advantage over all his opponents, very sensibly 
diminished the chances of a Legitimate or an Orleanist restora- 
tion, and deferred sine die the realization of the daily diminishing 
hopes of all other aspirants to the Presidential chair. 

But as if it were not enough for the Assembly to be placed 
in one dilemma, it has rushed into a second. It might have 
been thought that such cool heads as those of M. Thiers and M. de 
Remusat might have been of better service to it. Having been 
shown to be in the wrong, in setting itself up as a power irrespon- 
sible to the country that elected it, and unnecessarily, as well as 
injudiciously, hostile to the President and the Executive Government, 
it should have had wisdom enough to refrain from making 
bad worse. But its first step, after its defeat, has still further tended 
to diminish the confidence of men of business, and of that politically 
colourless, but large body of shopkeepers and traders of France, who 
consider a full till the best of blessings, and who long for a firm and 
orderly Government, whatever be its principles, as the surest means 
of attaining it. That class of persons, instead of seeing in the 
Assembly the upholder of the law, sees in it an unruly party, a 
violent knot of intriguers, who would rather indulge in political re- 
venge than assure the repose of the country. Acting under the 
influence of irritated feeling against the President and his Ministers 
for an act which, it must be remembered, was as strictly legal and 
constitutional as it was imperatively necessary, it has, by a large ma- 
jority, appointed a select committee to inquire into the state of the 
nation—in other words, to deliberate whether it cannot punish the 
Executive Government for doing what, in the exercise of its discre- 


acted in this dispute with the most scrupulous observance both of its tion, and on its responsibility to the country, it was bound to do. 


The position held by Changarnier—the tacitly recognised Monk of 
two parties, or the Cromwell of another—was totally incqmpatible 
with the authority, if not with the existence, of the Executive 
Government. The result of this ebullition of pique on the part of the 
Assembly cannot well be otherwise than discreditable or injurious. 
It will either end in smoke—in which case the Assembly will be in 
a worse position than before—one that will verify the truth of the 
saying of Talleyrand, that “un ridicule est pire qu’un crime ;” or it 
will place itself in more direct and open hostility to the Executive 
Power—in which case it will expedite a solution, which might well 
have been postponed until the term prescribed by the Constitution 
for its own re-election. It was at one time proposed that General 
Changarnier should be elected President of the Assembly, in lieu of 
M. Dupin, in order that he might annoy the President in a new capa- 
city ; but, as the General cannot speak, and knows nothing of the 
forms of the Legislature, and as people began to laugh at the mere 
notion, the idea was abandoned. The next resource thought of for 
making him a thorn in the side of the Government was to appoint 
him to the command of a force for the protection of the Assembly ; 
but as this bore too much the appearance of a direct challenge and 
incentive to civil war, the idea fared no better than its predecessor 
The third course—that of appointing a committee to inquire into 
the state of the nation—was consequently adopted as the safest 
piece of spite that the Assembly could perpetrate. 

Thus the Assembly has played a losing, and the President a win- 
ning game. The one has exhibited mistrust and vindictiveness, 
together with want of principle, want of faith, want of cohesion— 
want of everything, in fact, which should have combined to give it a 
hold upon the respect or affection of the French, or the good 
opinion of neighbouring nations. The other, on the contrary, 
has shown strong faith in himself and in his destinies, 
if in nothing else—together with true courage, and a most 
admirable tact and coolness. We know of nothing more remark- 
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able in history than the manner in which he has triumphed over his 
own antecedents, which were those of hair brained rashness rather 
than of common sense, and in which, since he has been placed in 
the high and perilous seat of power, he has shown his rare pro- 
ficiency in the difficult art of government. Friends and foes have 
been alike astonished ; and the latter, however much they may have 
learned to hate, have ceased to scorn him, or to hold his talents in 
contempt. The history of the first Napoleon is scarcely more mar- 
vellous than that of the second. Three short years have trans- 
formed an exile and an adventurer, almost without money and 
without friends, and with a character the very reverse of reliable 
either for prudence or wisdom, into the chief of a great nation— 
playing a successful part amid difficulties that might task the 
highest genius and the most consummate skill—triumphing over all 
obstacles—-making the most experienced of his opponents look 
foolish—and taking advantage of every false move on the part of 
others, to make his own position surer. We expressed the same opi- 
nions with respect to him at an earlier period of his ca- 
reer ; and all that has since taken place has but tended to 
confirm them. Louis Napoleon will, in all probability, 
attain the object of his ambition; but then, and then only, his real 
troubles and difficulties will begin. Itis much easier in such times as 
these, and amid such a people as the French, to attain dominion, 
than it is to keep it; and once President for life, or Consul, or Em- 
peror, or by whatever other title he may be called upon to govern, 
the enmities that are now bitter will become bitterer, and all the 
partisans of Legitimacy, Orleanism, and Red Republicanism will 
vie with each other in their hatred. Yet it may be his fate to pilot 
the French nation over this transitionary period of its history, and 
to fit it for the enjoyment of that constitutional liberty which it 
loves so dearly, but which it in no way comprehends. Such a 
mission would be indeed a great and a useful one; but it is one 
that would be more likely to receive the posthumous rewards of 
history than the gratitude of the existing generation. 








THE NEW BOSTON PACKET-SHIP, “ DANTEL 
WEBSTER.” 


Tuts handsome vessel has recently been added to Messrs. 
Co.’s splendid line of packet-ships, running between Li 
Boston, U. 8. 

The Daniel Webster, 1500 tons burthen, is of fine model and taunt 
and rakish rig. She is in length, from head to taffrail, 186 feet ; her mid- 
ship beam is about 40 feet, but, being very fine, and having well rounded 
lines fore and aft, she looks a “ clipper complete,” while her ample bear- 
ings, gained from a long length of flooring, tell very well her capability 
for carrying “the muslin.” Her depth of hold is 24 feet from the main- 
deck. In the bows she is not unlike the Ocean Monarch, to replace which 
vessel she has been constructed. At the 16 feet water-line, which is 
about her draught, she is “sharp as a wedge ;” but rising she becomes 
full, giving plenty of room to work head-sails on deck.

The stem is 
richly carved, and terminates by a figure of the great statesman from 
whom she has taken her name emblazoned on her trail-boards. He 
holds in his right hand a scroll, comprising the articles of the constitu- 
tion. On the counter-stern is the American eagle and the English lion, 
with other emblematic carvings. The Daniel Webster may be termed a 
three-decker, if not ‘something more.” She has a poop, running from 
aft to near the main-hatch, and there is but little space between 
that and a further continuation, which is carried chock forward. 
Both are connected by gangway bridges. On this deck the 
ship is worked without inconvenience either to the crew or pas- 
sengers. Beneath the poop on the main deck is the cabin, a spacious 
apartment, fitted elegantly in rich deep veined mahogany, with columns 
relieved with gold. The “ceiling” is white and gold. The cabin is 
lighted from four stern ports and a deck sky-light. The state-rooms here 
are roomy and comfortable. Immediately forward is another saloon for 
superior second-class passengers, the state-rooms in which are constructed 
for eight persons. It will accommodate about 140. Beneath the fore- 
part of the “ spar” deck there is a string of rooms in the centre adapted 
t» various purposes. There are an ice-house, two hospitals, surgeons’- 
room, store-rooms, carpenter’s shop, commodious cabin, second cabin, 
saloons, and steerage galleys, &c., and on each side are permanent deck- 
rooms built up to the bulwarks; indeed, while the passengers on this 
d:ck will be fully protected from the weather, there is abundance of air, 
lizht, and ventilation. The lower deck is fitted with iron berths, divided 
into two compartments—steerage and second cabin. It will accommo- 
date about 450 persons. Below this is the “ timbering” for another deck, 
which might be made available should circumstances ever require. 

The Daniel Webster is a first-class American-built ship: her keel is of 
Rock maple, 32 inches deep by 24 wide. Over this are three kelsons, 
each 15 inches square, bolted through and through with bolts alternately 
copper and iron, each 14 inches in diameter. 

She has two sister kelsons, fifteen inches square, and her bilge keels 
are of heavier dimensions. Her apron, stem, and stern-post, indeed, her 
whole frame-work, is of white oak. Forward she has seven breast- 
hooks and “ pointers” of huge dimensions. Her timbers are packed as 
close as possible. The guardboard strek is seven inches thick, and pro- 
portionately strong to the wales. The ceiling, which is of yellow pine, 
is four inches, increasing to the lower-deck clamps, where it is eight 
inches thick. There are in the lower hold seven beams running athwart 
ships, which are all kneed off above and below. The deck-beams 
throughout the craft are of southern pine, sixteen inches by twelve: 
they are six feet apart, and are plentifully interspersed with carlings 
of great strength. The hanging and lodging knees are all large and 
well formed ; and the fastenings, diagonally as well as direct, are nume- 
rous and excellent ; while in point of finish, from head to stem, this 
noble vessel is not surpassed by anything afloat. Wherever there is 
anything that would have appeared unsightly or heavy, it is relieved 
with bold carving, touched with gold; and everything on the main and 
“hurricane ” decks being painted white, the effect is as great as it is 
novel. She is well sparred. She made the distance from Boston to 
Cape Clear in thirteen days ten hours, and to the Light-ship in fifteen 
days ten hours, averaging at times during some days of her passage 
eleven knots per hour. 

All the modern improvements have been adopted, in order to the more 
easy working of the vessel, and to ensure safety. Amongst these im- 
provements may be mentioned Robinson’s patent steering apparatus, 
and pumps worked by hydraulic pressure, so constructed that they can 
be worked under any circumstances, and can never become choked; 
besides which, they would be adequate to keep the vessel afloat in al- 
most any conceivable case of difficulty. 

The Daniel Webster was built by Mr. Donald Meckey, of East Boston, 
at a cost, we learn, of 80,000 dollars. She is commanded by Captain 
Howard, a gentleman long and advantageously known in the American 
trade. 


SHIpWRECKS.—GREAT Loss or Lire.—During the past week several 
appalling losses have been reported at Lloyd’s, and have excited considerable 
attention in consequence of the great loss of life with which they were attended. 
The most heartrending are those announced in the early part of the week—the 
total loss, with all hands, of two whaling ships in the Arctic Seas, off Behring’s 
Straits, and the wreck of two English vessels, with adventurers for the gold 
mines at California, off the west coast of South America. The wrecks of the 
whalers were discovered by a Captain Roy, on the Ist of September last, off the 
West Cape; but the barriers of ice along the land, and a heavy gale, precluded 
him approaching nearer than three miles of the spot where they lay. Subse- 
quently he ascertained from the natives, some 200 miles to the southward of the 
wrecks, that the vessels were lost in the early part of last spring, and that all 
hands had perished. No information could be gleaned as to where they be- 
longed. The English vessels lost on the west coast of South America were sup- 
posed to be the Julia and Lucifer. The former was a barque, and was on a pas- 
sage from Panama to San Francisco, with 250 passengers on board; the Lucifer, 
a schooner, had 50 persons on board, and was proceeding from the latter port, 
for Boston. With the exception of about 20 individuals, all met with a watery 
grave. 

The severe gale of Wednesday week has not been unattended 
with accidents on the Welsh coast, as we find that the Maria, a French vessel, 
sank in Penarth Roads, wien the elements were in their highest fury ; and it is 
surmised that the crew are lost. She was taking a cargo of coal from Newport 
to France. 

A few days since, the crew of a Swedish brig, lying in the Downs, 
consisting of eight men, having secured the captain and mate in the cabin, pro- 
ceeded to rifle the vessel of every article of value; and, among other property 
of a portabie description, carried off the captain’s watch. Having taken to the 
boat they deserted her on landing near the second battery, where the boat was 
found and secured by the coast guard on duty. No trace of the delinquents has 
yet been discovered.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE. 

The Ministerial crisis has terminated (as we noticed in our Postscript of last 
week) in the re-construction of the Cabinet, in the following manner: - MM. 
Baroche, Fould, Rouher, and Parrieu remain in office; while the new members 
are—Foreign Affairs, M. Drouyn de Lhuys; War-Office, General Regnault de 


| St. Jean d’Angely ; Marine and Colonies, M. Ducos, representative of the people ; 


Public Works, M. Magne, late Secretary of Finance; Commerce, M. Bonjean, 
member of the municipality and department of the Seine. The decree by which 
the National Guard and the troops of the First Division were united under one 
command has been revoked, and the post hitherto held by General Changarnier 


| has thus been abolished, M. Ceangarnier retiring from all command for the pre- 


sent. General Perrot takes the command of the National Guard, and the troops 
of the First Division are commanded by General Baraguay d’Hilliers ; M. Car- 
lier, the Prefect of Police, remains at his post. 

The firmness displayed by Louis Napoleon throughout this trying occasion, 
and the success of that firmness, while they have added largely to his popularity 
with the general public out ef doors, have provoked still further the splenetic 
temperament of the majority in the Assembly, who, on the formation of the 
new Cabinet and the dismissal of Changarnier being announced, immediately 
passed a resolutien, on the motion of M. Remusat, that a Select Committee 
should be named to report on the course requisite to be taken under existing 
circumstances. A ‘*Committee of Safety” (for such it was) was accordingly 
nominated, and on Tuesday night it made its report to the Assembly. From 
this document it would appear (as was previously evident to every unbiassed 
mind) that the committee had, in reality, nothing to report upon. It seeks to 
separate the President of the Republic from his ministers, and to throw all the 
blame of the late misunderstandings and disagreements upon the latter, or rather 
upon M. Baroche alone. It passes in review the seditious cries at Satory, the 
incident of General Neumayer’s dismissal, the language of the Elyséan press, 
and the dismissal of General Changarnier. The committee sees in all these 
acts a series of aggressions which have justly awakened the susceptibility of the 
Assembly. 

The conclusions of the report are as follows :—‘* Two members have proposed 
a pure and simple order of the day, without approbation of the facts anterior to 
the message, but without considering that these acts have justitied a refusal of 
support. Three members were ready to join in a vote of general want of confi- 
dence, but refuse to motive it upon an act which has put an end to an exorbi- 
tant power, against which they always protested. Six members have proposed 
a formula of want of confidence, founded upon the misconstruction by the 
Ministers of the constitutional condition of relations between the two powers.” 
Eight members were against and seven in favour of a resolution thus con- 
ceived :—** The National Assembly, while acknowledging that the Executive 
Power has made use of an incontestable right, but blaming the use which the 
actual Cabinet have made of this right, declares that the former Commander-in- 
Chief has preserved all the esteem and confidence which the Assembly testified 
towards him in its vote of January 3.” 

The latter resolution was the one accepted by the Assembly for discussion, and 
the next day (Wednesday) was fixed forthe debate. The principal speech on that 
day was delivered by the Minister of the Interior, who replied to M. Monet ; that 
geutleman having contended that the Constitution gave the Assembly a power 
over the Executive, and that the latter, having repeatedly shown determined 
signs of hostility to the former, the Assembly was justified in withdrawing its 
contidence from Ministers; the Minister of the Interior denied this statement, 
and affirmed that the Government had always been anxious to act in 
conformity with the views of the majority in the Assembly. He then 
condemned that part of the report which insinuated that the Cabinet 
had endeavoured to shelter itself under the acts of the President of 
the Republic. Ministers wished not to avoid any responsibility, and they 
were ready to accept and avow their full acceptation of the acts of the President. 
With regard to the favourable opinion entertained by the Assembly of General 
Changarnier, he could assure the Chamber that that expression of feeling 
caused not the resignation of Ministers. The revocation of the 
command held by General Changarn er had been determined on long previous to 
that period, and upon the ground that so exorbitant an authority amounted tothe 
creation of a third power in the state ; besides which, such command was always 
looked upon as only to last while the country was in open or threatened disturb- 
ance, and not when in a state of tranquillity. As for suspicions, expressed about 
the re-establishment of the Empire, there was not the least foundation for them. 
Such projects were altogether impossible, and could not be entertained. The 


President and his Ministers would abide honestly and firmly by their en- | 


gagements : 
M. Jules de Lasteyrie believed that there had been a design, both on the part 


of the President and of his Ministers, to obtain a prolongation of his powers, and | 


that proofs could be brought forward to corroborate the fact. 

The debate has not yet closed. Should its results prove hostile to the new 
Ministry, it is thought that they likewise will resign. 

The minutes of the deliberations of the Parliamentary Commission who sat 
in Paris during the recess—which it was thought contained matters the pub- 
lication of which would compromise the late Ministry and Louis Napoleon, as to 


certain supposed designs to raise the latter to the Imperial throne, on the ruins | 


of the Republic—have been given to the world, but they reveal nothing what- 
ever in support of such a design. 

Amongst the rumours which the change of Ministry produced in Paris, was 
one to the effect that the post of Ambassador at London was offered to M. 
Lamartine, which, however, it was added, he was not likely to accept. 

Allais the spy, whose conduct formed the subject of a criminal trial recently 
has desisted from his appeal against his sentence of imprisonment. In the 
letter which announces this resolution, he declares himself the instrument and 
victim of an intrigue conducted by M. Yon. He is about to publish a pam- 
phlet dedicated to the irascibie questor of the Assembly, M. Baze. 

SPAIN. 

Intelligence received, vid Paris, by telegraph, announces the sudden resigna- 
tion of the Spanish Ministry, and the immediate departure of General Narvaez 
tor Bayonne. The circumstances which led to this event are not even remotely 
hinted at in the communication referred to. 


GERMAN STATES. 


From Dresden, under date the 13th inst., we learn that, though nothing 
certain on the subject transpired from the Conferences, a general impression 
prevailed that the character of the future Executive powersof the German Con- 
federation had been decided upon by Austria and Prussia. 

According to this statement, the Central Power will consist of nine embodied 
States, with eleven votes, of which Austria and Prussia will have four votes. A 
military force of 134,000 men will be placed at the disposal of this Federal 
Executive. 

SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN. 

The accounts from Hamburg and Kiel this week convey the very satisfactory 
intelligence, that the Duchies have submitted to the terms imposed on them by 
the Austrian and Prussian Commissaries of the German Diet, and that the 
hostilities with Denmark have, therefore, definitively ceased. 

The Federal Commissaries had given the Provisional Government of Holsteina 
peremptory delay of two days, to accept or reject the conditions signified in the 
name of the German Governments. That delay expiring on the lith, the Pro- 
visional Government submitted on the 10th, to the decision of the Chamber of 
Representatives at Kiel, the acceptance or rejection of the five following pro- 
positions :— 

1. Immediate cessation of hostilities against Denmark. . : . 

2. Withdrawal of the army of Holstein from the part of Schleswig, in abandoning all its 
positions on the Eider. 

3. Dismissal of two-thirds of the army. ? 

4. Dissolution and cessation of the labours of the Chamber of Representatives. 

5. Immediate relinquishment on the part of Holstein of ali measures of armament and defence, 

The Chamber of Representatives had a very stormy sitting ; and, after a de- 
bate which lasted from half-past eight on Friday night to half-past five o’clock 
on Saturday morning, the five points were adopted by a majority of 47 to 28. 
It was remarked that the Duke d’Augustenburg, a member of the Chamber, 
and one of the principal movers of the revolution, spoke at some length in favour 
of submission, and led by his vote several members who were before undecided. 
After this memorable sitting, M. Beseler, the chief of the war party, gave in his 
resignation, and immediately left Kiel. Count Reventlow will provisionally 
direct the public affairs of the country until the installation of the Government 
of the Germanic Confederation. : : 

On Saturday the following proclamation was issued by the Stadtholderate :— 

PROCLAMATION OF THE STADTHOLDERATE. 

= Schleswig-Holsteiners,—The treaty of peace of July 2, 1840, recognised anew the rights of 
our country, and left it to the Duchies to defend their rights by their own strength. The Ger- 
man Bund having now decided to carry out that peace, with the promise to guarantee the 
rights of Holstein, and the old-established relationship between Schleswig and Holstein, it has 
become the duty of the Stadtholderate to order a cessation of hostilities. and it has placed the 
rights of the country under the protection of the German Bund. The Stadtholderate expresses 
its thanks to the army and navy for their glorious examples of bravery and perseverance. 
It thanks you all for the cheerful readiness with which you made many sacrifices. The Go- 
vernment of the country feels itself called upon to take measures for the installation ofa 
new Government under the auspices of the German Diet, and will resign its functions as soon 
as such Government will have been formed. Schleswig-Holsteiners, you will maintain your 
reputation of order and obedience to the laws.

UNITED STATES. 

Advices to the Ist instant, from New York, throw further light on the diplo- 
matic disagreement which has arisen between Austria and the United States. 
The cause of the dispute is the assistance rendered to the Hungarian refugees, 
and promised to Kossuth by the Americans, which Austria regarded as contrary

| tothe law of nations, and opposed to the American principle of non-interven- 


tion, and in all respects objectionable. She has, therefore, it is understood, 
offered, through the medium of M. Hulsemann, her Chargé d’Affaires, as an 
ultimatum, the alternative of the American Government refusing to receive 
Kossuth and other Hungarian refugees, or that the Emperor will no longer be 
represented by an accredited agent in the United States. Mr. Webster, Secretary 
of State, has returned a decided reply, to the effect that the United States ever

| had been, and ever would be, regarded as an asylum for political refugees, 
| especially those of a Republican character ; that if Kossuth and his companions 
came they would be received and welcomed; and that if, under such circum- 
stances, which were strictly consonant with the spirit of the constitution of the 
United States, the diplomatic agent of Anstria should demand his passports 
they would be immediately given to him. Thus the matter at present rests, M. 
Hulsemann waiting for fresh instructions from Europe. 

Amongst the miscellaneous news, we regret to find announced the melan- 
choly loss of Captain Knight, the commander of the packet-ship Juanhoe (New 
York liner) on his passage out to New York. The ill-fated gentleman was 
washed overboard. 

The news from Nicaragua is startling. The disputes between the Consul 
Mr. Chatfield, and the authorities, were hastening a crisis, which, by the latest 
accounts (the 18th of November), seemed to be inevitable. The port, as also 
San Salvador, had been blockaded by the British squadron. The precise cause 
of the movement does not exactly appear, but it is said in another account, that 
the ports of Nicaragua are only menaced as yet, on account of an alleged seizure 
of the property of a merchant of Mosquito. Nothing very serious is likely to 
grow out of the affair. 

INDIA. 


A telegraphic despatch from Trieste has been received this week in advance of 
the usual anticipatory overland advices. 

The news thus conveyed is scarcely worth the trouble of such excessive haste. 
By it we learn that although the greatest tranquillity prevailed throughout 
India, a trifling encounter had lately taken place at the Kohat frontier, between 
the British troops, under Major Taylor, and the Wuzerees; the latter were re- 
pulsed by the British troops, and only one wounded. 

Malignant fever and dysentery are decimating the troops in the Punjaub. 

The negotiations respecting the Calcutta Railroad have come to a standstill. 

In Java peace prevails; but in the adjoining seas piracies are still being -per- 
petrated. 

On Thursday, the usual despatches reached town, but they add nothing of 
moment. 

AUSTRALIA. 

We have accounts from the Australian Colonies, viz., New South Wales, Port 
Philip (Victoria) and Van Diemen’s Land, to the 5th of October, which are of 
considerable interest. The question of convict importation agitates all of those 
districts, and they have engaged in a strong and combined movement against 
the further extension or continuance of the convict system; a grand Colonial 
Anti-Convict League having been formed to raise the question throughout the 
whole of the Australian colonies, all of which are deeply interested in the 
matter. At Hobart Town, the arrival of the Vile with convicts on board had 
caused great excitement, and stimulated the movement very much, especially 
as it was stated that seven other vessels were intended for the colony ; and the 
members of the L: ague for that district had taken the following pledge :— 


We solemnly pledge ourselves neither to hire nor employ, directly or indirectly, convicts, 


male or feinale, whether called exiles, probationists, pass-holders, or ticket-of

and whether sent under the present or any other system of transportation, which shall arrive 
| in the colony after the present date. 

Meetings of the colonists had been held at Hobart Town, Launceston, Ade- 
laide, Port Philip, Sydney, and other places, at which resolutions of the same 
character were unanimously passed. There had also been meetings of the 
various trades-unions, from which it appears that a determined opposition will 
be organised against the further continuance of the system. 

The colonists appear to be warmly interested in the subject of free emigra- 
tion, and committees were to be tormed for the purpose of providing for the re- 

| ception of all who might arrive out, so as to afford them necessary assistance 
on their landing, to enable them to obtain situations, or to further their views 
in assisting them to become settlers. 

From Adelaide (South Australia) we learn that the needlewomen who arrived 
by the Dude of Portland obtained immediate engagements.

AnTI-CENTRALIZATION MoveMENT.—On Monday, at Dublin, a 
deputation of the Permanent Anti-Centralization Committee waited on the 
Lord Mayor, with the requisition for convening an aggregate meeting to petition 
Parliament against the apprehended abolition of the Viceregal Court, or any 
other * centralising ” measures affecting the interests of Ireland. The requi- 

| sition was signed by the High Sheri'f ot Dublin, the High Sheriff of Kildare, the 
Lord-Lieutenant of Sligo, the members for the city and county of Dublin, the 
members for the University, and upwards of twenty other Irish members; 
Messrs. Latouche and Co., bankers ; Ball and Co.; Boyle, Low, Pim, and Co. ; 
the directors of the Royal and Hibernian Banks; H. Barton, Esq., of Straffan ; 
| the aldermen and town-councillors of Dublin; the borough magistrates, several 
Baronets, Knights, Deputy-Lieutenants, magistrates, and gentry from various 
parts of Ireiand. The Lord Mayor said, that he felt deeply interestedin the ob- 
ject of the proposed meeting, and he would have much pleasure in complying 
with the requisition, which he considered, from its nature, and the infiuential 
| character of the requisitionists, was all but mandatory on him. The 27th inst. 
| was u.timately arranged as the day tor the meeting, which is expected to be a 
very important demunstration. 

THE TENANT LEAGUE.—The Irish Tenant League were burnt out of 
their council-room by a conflagration which took place on Monday morning, on the 
premises of Mr. Le Febvre, a hatter, at No. 38, Westmoreland-street. The fire 
was discovered soon after midnight, and in a few hours the entire house was 
completely gutted. The Tenant League occupied the drawingroom, but their 
papers, books, and documents were saved. A female servant lost her life on 
the occasion. The League have fixed on the 23rd instant for their aggregate 
meeting. 

New CatHouic See.—The Cork papers announce the formation of 
anew Koman Catholic Bishopric in the south of Ireland, or rather the restora- 
tion of an old one, the late united diocese of Cloyne and Ross having, at the 
prayer of the Right Rev. Dr. Murphy, the present Bishop, been divided by the 
Pope into two, Dr. Murphy to remain Bishop of Cloyne, and the Rev. Dr. Kyan, 
parish priest of Middleton, having been appointed to the diocese of Ross. The 
bull for the consecration of the new Bishop has actually arrived in Ireland, and 
is in the hands of Dr. Slattery, the Roman Catholic Archbishop of Cashel. It 
does not appear that in this instance there has been any election by the local 
clergy, but Dr. Ryan has been, at all events a member of their body, and is 
stated to have been always much esteemed by them. 

THE QUEEN’s CoLLEGES.—The Cork Reporter reiterates a statement 
which it had previously put forth, and which had been contradicted by the 
Freeman's Journal, viz. that the decrees of the late Synod at Thurles which de- 
nounce the Queen’s Colleges will not be confirmed by the Pope. The Reporter 
says :—‘* With respect to our announcement of Saturday, we can only say, that, 
without asserting positively that the decrees of the Synod will not be confirmed, 
we still consider that the intimation we gave will be found correct, and that, ex- 
cept, perhaps, some which have no interest tor the general public, the Holy See 
will not confirm those decrees.’ 

THE LATE Lorp Mayor or Dusiin.—On Tuesday, in the Court 
of Queen’s Bench, Dublin, the question of the legality of Mr. John Reynolds's 
election as Lord Mayor was at length decided, the judgment of the court being 
against his election. The corporation had made a return to the writ of man- 
damus for the election of a new Lord Mayor to the effect that the etlice was 
already filled. To this return a demurrer was made by the opponents of Mr. 
Reynolds. The demurrer has been before the Court for the last three terms, 
and the judgment delivered on Tuesday was in favour of it, and against the 
return. 

ABOLITION OF THE Duty on Paper.—On Monday, at a meeting 
in Dnblin of the committee of the Association for the Abolition of the Duty on 
Paper, held at their committee-rooms, 3, College-green, a requisition to the 
Lord Mayor was agreed upon, to the effect that his Lordship would be pleased 
to convene and preside at a public meeting to petition Parliament for a removal 
of this oppressive and injurious impost ; it was also resolved to organise similar 
movements in the different cities and towns throughout the kingdom. The agi- 
tation promises to be prompt and vigorous. 

FaraL CATASTROPHE.—On Friday (last week) a frightful accident 
occurred near Bearsbridge, in the neighbourhood of Belfast. A new flax-pre- 
paring mill, the property of Mr. Robert Boyd and the Messrs. Steen, the walls 
of which were raised to a height of eighty feet, suddenly fell in, and crushed a 
great number of persons i: its ruins. Those who lost their lives were workmen 
engaged on the premises—carpenters and bricklayers, with a few labourers in the 
employment of the firm, who were at the time sinking a drain to carry off the 
water along the base ot the columns within the building. About a quarter past 
seven in the morning the workmen commenced their operations for the day, and 
had not been longer than three-quarters of an hour at work when the whole build- 
ing came down with a fearful crash. The workmen who were engaved in the 
lower rooms escaped with t itling injury, but those in the upper rooms were 
overwhelmed in the ruins. The mangled remains ofthirteen men were taken out 
next day. Six workmen were rescued alive, but severely injured. An inquest 
was held on Saturday last. The eviuvence taken goes to show that the death of 
so many human beings was caused by tie insufficiency of the materials of which 
the building was composed. After the examination of several witnesses, the 
inquiry was adjourned. A warrant for the apprehension of Mr. Magee, the con- 
tractor, was then issued by the Coroner, and immediately executed. Mr. Magee 
was removed to the County Gaol, the Governor receiving instructions, at the 
same time, not to place him on the prison ailowance, or upon prison discipline, 
the object of the warrant being merely to secure his appearance. Buil to a large 
amount was offered, but refused.

The Waterford papers notice the continuous progress of emigration 
from that port.

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METROPOLITAN TYPOGRAPHICAL Winow, ORPHAN, AND NOMINEE 
Socrery.—The first annual general meeting of the members of this society was 
held on Saturday evening, at the British School-Rooms, Nevill’s-court, Fetter- 
lane, for the purpose of receiving a report of the committee on the state of the 
society for the past year, for the re-election of the officers, and to make such 
alterations in the rules as would make them in conformity with the provisions 
of the Friendly Societies Act, passed in the last session of Parliament. Mr. 
Hartwell, of the Daily News, took the chair. The report was highly encouraging 
to the members. It stated that during the year 670 persons had enrolled them~- 
selves as members, and that several donations had been received in behalf of its 
funds, amongst which were particularly mentioned £27, the net proceeds of an 
amateur dramatic performance at the Olympic Theatre ; Vincent Dowling, Esq., 
£5; the proprietors of the Daily News, £2 2s.; and various small donations 
amounting to £14 93. The rules, as agreed toon the 14th of December, 1849, 
at a general meeting, had been submitted to Mr. Tidd Pratt, and a graduated 
scale of payments for age had been furnished by Mr. Neison, the actuary, when 
Mr. Pratt approved of the same, and the society was duly enrolled on the 26th 
of February, 1850. Since that period there had been a progressive increase of | 
members. The society had been deprived of ten members by death, and the 
widows of six of them had received the benefit of the fund, the other four mem- 
bers having died before becoming entitled to the allowance. The financial state- 
ment showed the total receipts of the year to be £451 18s. 6d.; the expenditure 
(including £120 to six widows), £145 9s. 6d. ; leaving a balance invested in the 
funds of £306 9s. The report concluded with a hope that in a short time they 
should see the whole of the compositors engaged in the metropolis united in one 
strong phalanx of typographical brotherhood. The report was adopted. The 
following gentlemen were then unanimously re-elected trustees of the society for 
the year ensuing: Luke Hansard, Esq., Mr. John George Chapman, and Mr. 
Edward Stephen Jackson. The late members of the committee were re-elected, 
with four exceptions, whose resignations were filled up by the nomination of 
four other gentlemen. 

Tue Surrey Freenotp Lanp Sociery.—A special general 
meeting of this society took place on Monday evening at the Canterbury Tavern, 
Brixton; F. Haines, Esq., in the chair; to determine whether the system of 
priority or general ballot, in the distribution of allotments, would be most cal- 
culated to promote the prosperity of the society, and also to decide upon the rate 
and mode of payment of interest by members obtaining allotments. The secre- 
tary pointed out the superior advantages of general ballot, and submitted the 
plans of interest adopted by the National and Birmingham Freehold Land So- 
cieties, strongly recommending the system of the latter. It was moved by Mr. 
Stewart, seconded by Mr. Pratt, and carried unanimously, that the system of 
general ballot be adopted. Mr. R. S. Pearce, honorary secretary, strongly argued 
in favour of the plan of charging interest, recently adupted by the Birmingham 
society. and moved the following resolution, which was seconded by Mr. Plum- 
mer, and carried unanimously :—‘* That, when a member obtains his allotment, 
he shall pay interest at the rate of 24 per cent. per annum upon the balance due 
by him at the time, and that he shall continue to pay such interest upon such 
balance until the whole of the same be liquidated. The interest to be placed to 
the credit of the unallotted shareholders after the expenses of the society are 
paid ”’ 

REPEAL OF THE Winpow-Tax.—On Monday evening a crowded 
meeting of the ratepeyers of Marylebone, cemposed of gentlemen of all shades 
of political opinion, was held, by permission of the vestry, in the spacious court- 
house, for the purpose of organising final measures with a view to the total and 
immediate repeal of the window-tax. Resolutions deprecatory of the window- 
tax were carried unanimously, and a considerable subscription to carry on the 
agitation having taken place, thanks were voted to the chairman, and the meet- 

ing separated. 

GENERAL BENEVOLENT AssocrATION.—The third annual meeting 
of this charitable institution was held at the London Tavern on Monday, Dr. J. 
Little presiding. The chairman having briefly opened the proceedings, the se- 
cretary proceeded to read the report, from which it appeared that during the past 
year 34 persons had been relieved the most careful investigation. The 
modes of administering relief were various. In some cases tools and materials 
for work were provided, and in others small shops and baskets, &c., were stocked 
In some cases decent clothing was given, to enable deserving persons to procure 
employment. The great drawback to more extended success was want of funds, 
and, under these circumstances, the committee had thought it desirable to alter 
the rule which forbade more than three-fourths of the annual subscriptions being 
devoted to relief purposes, and were prepared to recommend that in future the 
whole of the annual subscriptions and interest of money from the reserve fund 
should be so applied, with the exception of a sum not exceeding one-tenth of the 
subscriptions for current expenses. They further recommended that all life 
scriptions and donations should be set aside as a reserve fund. During the 
past year, 134 subscriptions and two life governors had been added to the list of 
contributors. As a proof of the economy practised by the committee, it might 
be stated that during the past three years the expenses had not exceeded 
£3 13s. 4d. per annum. The entire receipts for the past year had been 
£151 Os. 8d.; £61 17s. 6d. had been expended for purposes of relief, and 
£5 4s. for expenses, leaving a balance of £86 19s. 2d. Mr. Warwick moved 
the adoption of the report, complimenting highly the clearness of its state- 
ments. Mr. E. Henry seconded the motion, which was carried unanimously ; 
and, after some short discussion respecting the details of the charity, the pro- 
ceedings terminated. 

Granp Court or Warpmotrk.—On Monday, the annual Grand 
Court was held at Guildhall—the Right Hon. the Lord Mayor in the chair—for 
the purpose of receiving the returns of the ward officers elected for the ensning 
year, and the presentments of the various ward inquests. The proceedings were 
of no public interest. Several of the ward inquests presented returns of persons 
who have been in the habit of refusing to take out their freedoms, although re- 
peatedly applied to by the authorities. 

3ROMPTON HosPIraAL FoR ConsumMpTIon.—At the meeting of the 
winacement, on Wednesday, it was stated that the prospects of the 
sazaar in aid of the Building Extension Fund, to be held in June next, were of a 
cheering description.

VIOLENCE AND ATTEMPTED ROBBERY IN THE STREE Mt 

Attacks ofthis kind are becoming more numerous thanis at all agreeable to the 
minds of those whose business keeps them out at night to a late hour. On last Sa- 
turday night, or rather Sunday morning, about a quarter past one o’clock,as Mr. 
T.C. Wiggs was proceeding homeward down Manor-place, Walworth-road, carry- 
ing with him the proceeds of the day’s business at his shop, in Lambeth-marsh, 
he was suddenly assailed with a blow on the back of the head from some blunt 
instrument. Mr. Wiggs and his son, about nine years of age, by whom he was 
accompanied, raised a cry of ** Murder,” and the blows were repeated. The 
assailant ran away instead of following up violence by robbery, but was met by 
a policeman, attracted by the cries, who took him into custody. No weapon was 
found on him, but a gutta-percha whip stock was picked up at day- 
light, loaded with four ounces of metal. The person arrested was a well- 
dressed young fellow, named Charles Wood, and, on being taken before the magis- 
trate at Lambeth police-office, on Monday, he described himself as an omnibus 
driver (badge 9503), living at No. 20, Bull-and-gate-yard, High Holborn. The evi- 
dence of the police constables who captured him was heard in support of the 
charge. Mr. Wiggs, who was unable to attend, in consequence of the violence he 
had suffered from the prisoner, had, however, recognised him as his assailant. The 
instrument of assault was produced by the police: it was a ‘“‘ life-preserver” of 
a novel shape; at one end was a large lump of lead, while the body, which was 
of Indian rubber, was tapered off so as to resemble a riding-whip ; and when the 
latter, or tapered end, was twisted round the wrist, the weapon, in the hand of a 
person of ordinary strength, was sufficient to knock down a bullock, and of the 
most formidable description. The place where the “life-preserver” was found 
was exactly fourteen yards from where the constable had stopped the prisoner, 
who, in coming from the place where Mr. Wiggs was struck to where he was 
apprehended, must have passed the spot. The prisoner has been tried for 
housebreaking ; and his brother *‘ Jack,” who escaped from the Warrior hulk 
about six months ago, is one of the most desperate charactersin England. The 
prisoner was remanded. 

On Wednesday, the prisoner was again brought before the magistrates, when 
Mr. Wiggs attended and gave evidence. He said: I crossed the road at Canter- 
bury-place, and there Ifound two men close behind me. I turned round and 
heard them whisper to each other, and immediately I received a blow at the 
back part of my head with a bludgeon or “ life-preserver.” I turned upon them, 


| and instantly received another blow on the head, and that I believe was given 


by the other man, not the one who struck me first, because it followed so 
rapidly. I defended myself as well as Icould with my umbrella, and the men 
seemed anxious to close npon me. I backed from them into the middle of the 
road, where they followed me, and I received a third blow on the head from, I 
think, a life-preserver. I have very little doubt that the prisoner is the person 
who gave me that as well as the first blow. I called out ‘* Murder!” and my 
little boy who was with me also called out and ran away, and one of the men 
left me. The prisoner is the one who remained behind with me, and I had a 
scuffle with him, during which I received several severe blows on the shoulder 
from him. 

Mr. Fairbrother, surgeon, said: The wounds were of so dangerous a character 
that I had toremain with the prosecutor until six o’clock in the morning. I 
had to wait until reaction took place, and had then to bleed him.

The British Electric Telegraph 
Company have it in contemplation to effect a telegraphic communication with 
l.eland, across the narrow strait between Scotland and the north-east coast of 
Ireland. ‘The distance is small, and the depth of water great; the coast is ex- 
tremely bold, and there is no danger of interference from shipping. Owing to 
the depth of water, and the facility with which the wires may be carried out to 
deep water, the disturbance and rubbing produced by the action of the waves 
may be wholly disregarded. The insulated wires will be effectually protected 
by other wires laid around them, according to the patented inventions of Mr. 
Highton, and carried out in such a manner as will place them beyond all risk of 
accident The operations, objects, application of capital, and sources of 
income of the British Electric Telegraph Company are to be as follows :—1. 
rhe construction of telegraphs for the Government, for railway companies, and 
for private individuals by contract, fora sum in gross, or for an annual pay- 
ment, such telegraphs being worked and maintained by the owners. 2. The 
maintaining in efficient working condition telegraphs, whether erected by the 
British Company or by other persons by contract for annual payments. 3. The 
sale of licenses under the powers of the company. 4. The construction of tele- 
graphs to be the property oi, worked and maintained by, the British Electric Tele- 
graph Company for the transmission of intelligence at a fixed tariff, or npon 
terms to be agreed upon. ‘The capital of the company is at present fixed at 
£100,000, to be raised in 4000 shares of £25 each.

He had found the poker at the place indi- 
cated, and added that the street in question was one of very bad repute. The 
prisoner was committed for trial.

ADULTERATION OF PEPrER.—On Wednesday, at the Court of In- 
land Revenue, before H. F. Stephenson, Esq., C. J. Herries, Esq., and Charles 
Bressley, Esq., Thomas Christie, the proprietor of three tea and grocery esta- 
blishments in Bishopsgate-street. the Commercial-road East, and Whitechapel, 
was charged on three informations with adulterating pepper. The Court found 
him guilty, and imposed a fine of £300, being £100 for each offence. Thomas 
Shelstone, of 36, Little Pulteney-street, was charged in a similar information, 
and was fined in the penalty of £100. 

THe Marsire Arcu.—The arrangements for the erection of the 
marble arch at the Cumberland-gate entrance to Hyde-Park will, it appears, be 
carried into effect with an extraordinary degree of despatch. The necessary 
excavations and formation of the foundations are proceeding rapidly, and the 
workmen are employed until an unusually late hour at night, in order to facili- 
tate the prosecution of the works. 

Ciry DisrpeNsary.—On Wednesday the half-yearly meeting of the 
subscribers to this charity was held at the offices, Queen-street, Cheapside. From 
the report read on the occasion, it appeared that since 1789, the date of the 
opening of the institution, there had been 306,579 patients cured and relieved by 
its means; and that upwards of 8800 visits had been paid at patients’ own 
homes. Cases of accidents have at all times been carefully attended, without 
letters of recommendation. Previous to 1846 the average n er of patients was 
about 5500; in 1847 it increased to 7631; and in 1848, to 9027: in 1849, it 
amounted to 8731. By the medical report for 1850, it would seem that there 
were on the Ist of January of that year 913 patients under treatment, and that 
there had been altogether admitted during the twelvemonth 9137, which mak 
a total of 19,050. Of these, 8964 had been cured and relieved, 56 had died, 33 
had been discharged for irregularity, and 997 remained under treatment on the 
3ist December. By far the larger portion of the patients were females, princi- 
pally the wives and children of labouring men. The committee reported that 
they had funded the legacy of £100 mentioned in their last report to have been 
left by Mr. Peacock ; and the stock of the charity now consists of £1178 4s. 9d. 
Three-and-a-Quarter per Cents, and £158 6s. 4d. Three per Cent. Consols, the 
dividend on which will be rece ved free from income-tax. There has been an 
increase in the annual subscriptions, and the receipts for the year 1850 have 
amounted to £558 Is. 2d., of which there remained, at its close, a balance in 
favour of the charity of £19 lls. 2d. 

Sunpay TRADING IN BermonpsEY.—On Wednesday evening, a 
general meeting of the master-butchers of this populous district of the metro- 
polis was held at the Horns Tavern, Bermondsey-square, for the purpose of 
taking into consideration the provisions of a bill about to be introduced into 
Parliament, by Mr. Williams, M.P. for Lambeth, the object of which is to sup- 
press Sunday trading as far as possible. Mr. J. Hayman presided, and stated, 
that from communications which he had had with about 300 butchers, he was 
convinced that they were almost to a man in favour of a measure which should 
enforce entire closing on the Sabbath. They well knew that if such a measure 
were passed, it would have a most beneficial effect in preventing the working- 
classes from wasting their money on a Saturday night. The fault of all Sabbath 
legislation hitherto was, that it was impracticable—a character which would be 
removed by Mr. Williams's bill. He then went through the clauses. The bill 
had the merit of being very short and definite in its provisions. There are 
but twelve clauses. The first contains a general prohibition against 
Selling, hawking, crying, or publicly offering, or exposing for sale in 
any shop, warehouse, market, thoroughfare, or other place within 
the metropolitan police district or the city or liberties of London, 
any goods, chattels, effects, matter, or thing whatever (the excepted 
articles are afterwards stated.) The second clause continues the existing sta- 
tutes as to taverns, steam-packets, club-houses, &c. The third takes away the 
responsibility of servants. The exempted articles are declared by the fourth 
clause to be—medicines or drugs for medicinal purposes; milk before nine in 
the morning, and after one in the afternoon; tea, coffee, ready-dressed food, or 
other refreshments, in any coffee-shop, &c., before ten in the morning, and after 
one in the afternoon, or at any period of the day to lodgers or residents ; meat or 
fish, before nine, between May and October; fruit, pastry, &c. before nine and 
after one; newspapers, before ten and after one; and cigars and tobacco, after 
one. The fifth clause prescribes the penalties on conviction :—5s. for the first 
offence; from 5s. to 20s. for the second; and from 20s. to 40s. for the third: 
only one penalty to be incnrred in a day until the third offence. The sixth 
clause authorises the goods of hawkers to be seized, redeemable on payment 
of ls. By the seventh clause, no articles, exce;t meat, fish, poultry, fruit, 
pastry, or ice, can be delivered after ten o’clock. The remaining clauses relate 
to the enforcing of the act, and the recovery of penalties. It is to come into

RovaL Orruoraspic Hosprrat.—A meeting of the committee and 
friends of the above valued institution was held on Thursday, at the board-room 
of the hospital, in Bloomsbury-square. Some interesting statements were 
brought forward regarding the prevalence of contortions and deformities ainong 
the poorer classes; and, from the statistics adduced, it would appear that mal- 
formations of limbs, lateral curvature of the spine, club-foot, &c., existed to a 
most lamentable extent among all classes, but more especially among those 
subject to privation, cold, and neglect. Since the formation of the Royal Ortho- 
poedic Hospital, twelve years since, upwards of 10,000 individuals, suffering 
under inflictions evidently of the utmost severity, have received medical and 
surgical assistance, and out of that number, it is gratifying to record that no 
fatal or permanently injurious cases have occurred. There are 700 patients 
now under treatment, and 300 cases are necessarily compelled to wait 
admission, owing to the want of accommodation. In consequence of the 
very many urgent and severe cases constantly being brought forward, 
the committee of management have opened a building fund, with the view of 
providing a more efficient accommodation for the future requirements of the 
crippled poor. In furtherance of this benevolent undertaking, a fancy bazaar on 
a very magnificent scale is about to take place, under the patronage of the 
Duchess of Cambridge, the Grand Duchess of Mecklenburgh Strelitz, Lady Jane 
Repton, the Countess of Warwick, the Countess of Howe, anda long list of the 
most beneficent of the fair nobility of England. 

ADULTERATION OF CorFEE.—A microscopic examination of thirty- 
four different qualities of coffee sold in London has lately been made, which 
showed that with three exceptions the whole were adulterated. Chicory was 
present in thirty-one instances, with the frequent addition of roasted corn, 
beans, or potatoes, and in some cases the quantity of coffee was not more than a 
fifth of the whole article. 

CHARGE OF MANSLAUGHTER AGAINST RoApD TrvUsTEES.—A dis- 
pute which has long been pending between the parishes of St. George, South- 
wark, and St. Mary, Newington, as to their respective liabilities to keep in re- 
pair the road of Newington-causeway, was a second time brought under discus- 
sisn before the Coroner, on Monday, in consequence of the death of William 
Brent, aged 78, a greengrocer, who had been turned out of his cart by the falling 
of one of the wheels into a hole of the road. Mr. Chambers, Q.C., who appeared 
for the parish of St. Mary, put in evidence to show that they were not liable. 
Mr. Pocock, on the other hand, contended that the parish of St. George had no 
power or liability when the accident occurred. After a long discussion on the 
propriety of adjournment, the Jury returned a verdict of ** Manslaughter against 
Mr. Pocock, Chairman, and the Five Trustees of the South District Board of St. 
George, Southwark.” The Coroner took the recognisance of £50 from Mr. 
Pocock for his appearance at the Central Criminal Court, and stated that he 
would accept the recognisances of the other trustees in a similar amount. 

BuRGLARY AT THE LAMBETH MoNEY ORDER OFFICE.—On Mon- 
day morning the premises of Messrs. Buck and Wootons, of the money-order 
office, 33, Mount-street, Westminster Bridge-road, were entered by burglars, 
who remained unperceived on the premises long enough to pack up considerable 
property for removal. About half-past three the shopmen were alarmed by an 
unusual noise, and proceeding to ascertain the cause, disturbed the burglars, 
who fied over the backs of the houses at the rear of the premises, and effected 
their escape without carrying off their booty. This is the second time that these 
premises have been burglariously invaded within these few months. 

Shortly before one o’clock on Tuesday morning a fire broke out on 
the premises of Mr. J. Murray, tallow chandler and oilman, 49, Bridge House- 
place, N auseway. The inmates were fortunately assisted to make 
cape by the window, but the fire could not be stayed until ail the back 
rooms, the shop front, and warehouse, and several of the tront rooms had been 
burntout. 

BirtHs AND DeaAtHs.—In the week ending Saturday last, the 
births of 792 boys and 788 girls, in all, 1580 children, were registered. The 
average of six corresponding weeks in 1845-50 was 1356. The deaths numbered 
1023. In the corresponding weeks of the ten years (1841-50), the average was 
1162; compared with which, the present return exhibits a favourable result. 
And if it could be safely assumed, notwithstanding the effects of various epi- 
demics, that the population has increased nearly at the rate of 1°55 per cent. 
(the annual rate of increase observed in London between the two censuses of 
1831 and 1841), and the above average were proportionally augmented, the com- 
parison would show the public health of the week in a still more satisfactory 
point of view. But it will be found on examination, that, in five out of the ten 
corresponding weeks, the returns differ little from that of last week, or fall 
much below it, whilst an excessive mortality presses on other parts of 
the series, the deaths rising to 1450 at one period, when influenza was on the 
wane; at another, when cholera had broken out in Drouet’s institution; and 
thus swelling the account avove what an average state of health would produce. 
The last week exhibits a marked improvement on the first week of the year, 
chiefly in the decline of fever and the epidemics to which chileren are subject, 
but also in the diminished effects of diseases of the respiratory organs. In the 
previous week the deaths from epidemics, in the aggregate, were 239, in the last 
they were 173; and to take particular maladies in this class, there were in the 
former week, from small-pox, measies, scarlatina, and hooping-cough, 28, 29, 14, 
and 58, respectively ; in the last week there were 16, 2i, 16, 43; scarlatina 
alone, which is now less fatal than usual, not showing a decrease. Typhus has 
declined in the two weeks from 48, to 35; erysipelas trom 14 to 2. Amongst 
complaints which assume an epidemic character, influenza alone shows any ten- 
dency to increase ; it has carried off 9 persons in the week, though it usually 
reaches less than half that number. In connexion with three cases of typhus, 
which proved fatal in three different parts of the metropolis, the registrars 
call attention in their notes to the circumstances in which these events oc- 
curred: here “a filthy and overcrowded court,” which had been repeatedly 
complained of as the nursery of disease, at another place, ** miserable huts,” 
which had been constructed without regard to comfort or decency , and, in the 
third case, a small back room is described, where six persons had been sleeping, 
and into which air could not penetrate either by means of the chimney or other 
channel, Fatal cases arising from affections of the respiratory organs (exclu- 
| sive of hooping-cough and phthisis) are diminished from 321 in the former week, 
to 275 in the last; and amongst these, laryngitis from 11 to 4, bronchitis from 
152 to 136, pneumonia from 101 to 96, and asthma fron to 27. Inthe same 
period, plithisis exhibits a decrease from 147 to 123. On the 7th of January, in 
St. Gilcs-in-the-fields, at the Union Workhouse, a woman, who had been a ser- 
vant, died, as stated in the medical certificate, from “old age and decay,” after 
having reached the extraordi age of 105 years Mr. Faulkner, the regis- 
| trar, adds, ** this woman retained full possession of all her tacuities till within @ 
| fortnight of her death.” It is not stated, as is desira in such cases, whether 
| so singular a fact rests on the authority ofa parish register or other sufficient 
| evidence. 
| METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS.—At the Royal Observatory, 
| Greenwich, the mean daily reading of the barometer, which had fluctuated on 
| the first four days of the week, fell to 29.385 inches on Wednesday, and then 
| rose gradually to 29.998 inches on Saturday. The mean of the week was 29.635 
} inches. The mean daily temperature was lowest on Monday and Thursday, when 
| it was about 38°5 degrees. It was highest on Saturday, when it rose to 48°2 
| degrees. The mean of the week was 42°2 degrees. On every day the tempera- 
| 
| 
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ture was higher than the average of the same day in ten years. On Tuesday and 
Wednesday the mean was about 7 degrees above the average; on Friday, 8°5 de- 
grees; and on Saturday, nearly 12 degrees. The wind was south, and on the 
last four days was in the south-west. 





DEPUTATION TO ENGLAND FROM THE CAPE OF 
GOOD HOPE, 





THE affairs of the Cape of Cood Hope have been for a long period in a 
very unsettled state ; insomuch that the colonists had, at the date of the 
last news received from Cape Town, dispatched a special mission to the 
mother country for the redress of their grievances. Saturday, Oct. 26 
last, was the day fixed for the departure of the mission from Cape Town; 
and it was attended with a valedictory scene of unusual interest, which 
an obliging Correspondent has enabled us to represent. At about three 
| o'clock, a large concourse of the inhabitants assembled at the Town 
House. 

The Chairman (Mr. Jarvis) commenced the business of the day by 
stating that this was an adjourned meeting of the Commissioners, from 
Wednesday. In consequence of the approaching departure of Mr. Fair- 
bairn, the board had adjourned, in order to meet him here previous to 
his embarkation. He submitted the following resolution of the board, 
which he proposed for the adoption of this meeting :— 


That, in accordance with the desire expressed by the resident householders 
and ratepayers of the municipality of Cape Town and Green Point at their 
several meetings, held on the 2d and 12th instant, and confirmed by the resolu- 
tions of the municipalities and ratepayers of the divisions of Beaufort, Caledon, 
Malmesb . Uitenage, Graaff-Reinet, Riversdale! Worcester, Paar), Stellenbosch, 
and George, respectively, as appears from the documents hereunto annexed—

ing been at last procured, Mr. Jarvis presented to Mr. Fairbairn a box 
containing the draft Constitution prepared by the four popular members, 
with the numerous petitions and resolutions of various municipalities in 
support of the draft. Mr. Jarvis made a short but impressive address to 
Mr. Fairbairn, on the important charge which had been entrusted to him 
—to lay the wants, the grievances, and the wishes of the colonists before 
her Majesty and the Imperial Parliament ; and he more particularly 
directed the attention of Mr. Fairbairn to the assistance which he might 
expect to receive from the Colonial Reform Society. Mr. Fairbairn 
briefly expressed his sense of the confidence which had thus been placed 
in him, and stated his intention not to return to the colony till he had 
satisfied his constituents; an announcement which was received with 
loud cheers. Then advancing a step, and amidst a profound silence, Mr. 
Fairbairn, evidently much affected, said, “‘ Gentlemen, for a short time I 
bid you—farewell!” ‘God bless you !—God bless you!” burst from 
the excited multitude, who then hastened into the square to escort their 
representative to the place of embarkation. 

Mr. Fairbairn proceeded on foot, supported by his colleagues and 
friends, the chairman and commissioners of the municipality, a number 
of the most respectable and influential inhabitants of the city, and es- 
corted by a crowd of between two and three thousand people assembled 
to render the last mark of respect to their ancient leader. It was a mark 
of public esteem and honour never before shown to any man in this 
colony, except, perhaps, to Sir Benjamin d’Urban. On the arrival of the 
procession at the North Wharf, a brilliant scene presented itself to view. 
All the numerous flag-staffs of the building-yards and stores (with one 
solitary exception) were decorated with ensigns and flags; a saluting 
battery had been thrown up alongside the wharf, while upwards of 45 
sailing and rowing boats, profusely ornamented with the gayest flags, 
were in waiting to continue the procession by water, all the crews being 
dressed in holiday costume. The boat prepared for Mr. Fairbairn’s use 
was distinguished by having the city banner in the bows and the union 
jack at the stern. On his putting foot into the boat, the assembled mul- 
titude gave three farewell cheers, and the battery then fired a salute of 
21 guns, while the band in one of the boats struck up a march. All the 
boats then put off for the Madagascar, which was lying under topsails 
ready forsea. The day was remarkable fine, and the scene particularly

exhilarating, the sun shone brightly, and a gentle breeze carried the 
boats rapidly along. On the arrival of the procession alongside the 
Madagascar, the boats drew up, and Mr. Fairbairn ascended the quarter- 
deck, where he bade adieu to his numerous friends, who regularly 
stormed the decks of the noble Indian, to the no small trouble, we sus- 
pect, of her good-natured commander. The band alongside in the mean- 
while played “ Rule Britannia,” “Home, sweet Home,” “ Should auld 
acquaintance be forgot,” &c., until it became time to depart. The 
crowd then slowly left the ship; but not until many had taken personal 
farewell of Mr. Fairbairn, and cried “ God speed him.” Then assembling 
around the ship, the crews and passengers of the gay little fleet all stood 
up, and waving hats and handkerchiefs, gave one cheer more for Mr. 
Fairbairn, which “ one cheer more” was continued at intervals as they 
made their way towards shore, and long after they were unable to dis- 
tinguish the person of him into whose hands they had entrusted their 
dearest interests. 





THE EXPERIMENTAL SQUADRON. 
THE spirited scene of the accompanying Illustration is best related in 
the words of a Correspondent to a Devonport journal, relating, from her 
Majesty’s ship Leander, Lisbon, Dec. 17, 1850, several trials of sailing by 
the Leander, Phaéton, and Arethusa. 
“‘ During the summer we had several trials on a wind, with scarcely 
enough wind to keep the sails full ; the Phaéton then had the advantage, 


but very little, of the Arethusa. On the 5th of November last we left 
Lisbon, and for several days we were either becalmed or had light airs; 
but at 10.30 A.M. of the 18th a change took place; the sky became over- 
cast. At 11.30 the Commodore made signal to try rate of sailing ona 
wind. By this time there was a stiff royal breeze. All the frigates had 
a beautiful start. About 3 p.m. (the wind still increasing) the Phaéton 
was obliged to take in her royals. At this hour the Arethusa gained 
about one and a half to two miles; at 4 P.M. the Phaéton hoisted a signal, 
‘I cannot carry on ;’ for no other reason than the Arethusa was laughing 
at her to windward. 4.30—signal to take station, and reefed topsails 
and courses, blowing very fresh, which continued during the night. At 
8 o’clock the following morning (19th November) there was a good sea 
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up, with about half a gale of wind. 
Phaiton, ‘ What sail can you carry” Answer, ‘ Double-reefed topsails 
reefed courses, and topgallant sails.” A similar signal to Arethusa. 
Answer, ‘ Single-reefed topsails, whole courses, topgallant sails and 
reefed royals, if I requirethem.’ 8.40—signal,‘ Prepare to try rate of 
sailing with all possible sail At 9.40 we started, the Phaéton with 
double-reefed topsails, reefed courses, and no topgallant sails, as per 
signal to the Commodore; the <Arethusa carried the sail as before- 
mentioned, per signal. At the instant we started, the Phaéton 
was on the lee bow of the <Arethusa, and the other frigates far 
astern, and to leeward. It was a splendid sight: in about forty 
minutes the Arethusa brought the Phatton on her lee quarter. It was 
laughable to see the wind’s eye frigate (Phaiton) occasionally making a 
clear jump out of the water, like a flying fish escaping the pursuit of a 
dolphin. Finding herself going so fast to leeward, and astern of the 
Arethusa, she sent hands aloft to loose topgallant sails ; fortunately for 
the crew, it was not done. The Arethusa at this time, being about one 
mile to windward, received a very heavy squall, and heeled over to it in 
beautiful style. After the worst of it passed the Arethusa, every eye was 
turned to the Phaéton to leeward, anxious to see how she would receive 
it; when, the instant it caught her, she became a complete wreck, car- 
rying away her jibboom, port bumpkin, a portion of her cutwater, and 
topgallant sheets: it was melancholy to look at her—the sea occasion- 
ally making a clean break over her. Commodore made signal to close 
reef topsails and courses, blowing very heavy. Commodore then made 
signal to Phaéton : * When will you be ready to continue the trial >—An- 
swer: ‘I don’t know.’ Commodore: ‘ Can you keep your station ?>—An- 
swer: ‘No, A telegraph of some length of time took place between the 
Commodore and the Phaéton ; at last she was ordered to Plymouth or 
Portsmouth, as most convenient, to repair £2000 damage, whilst the 
Arethusa did not strain a rope. The Phaéton left us about 4 P.M. of the 
19th, in the Bay of Biscay, where we knocked about with heavy weather 
for several days. When we arrived again in Lisbon, on the 27th, we 
were anxiously waiting the arrival of the mail from England, to hear if 
she had arrived safe. The Phadton is a beautiful vessel in fine weather, 
and it is a pity that she should be sent out of the English Channel in the 
winter season to encounter rough weather.”

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THE LATE DUKE OF NEWCASTLE. 


HeEnny-PELHAM-FIENNES-PELHAM-CLINTON, 
fourth Duke of Newcastle, K.G., died at Clum- 
ber Park, Nottinghamshire, aged 66, on the 
afternoon of Sunday last, the 12th inst., after a 
long and painful illness. His Grace was repre- 
sentative, in the male line, of the ancient and 
eminent baronial family of Clinton, on which 
an Earl’s coronet, with the title of Lincoln, was 
conferred by Queen Elizabeth, in 1572. By fe- 
male descent, he derived from the distinguished 
houses of Pelham and Holles, by both of which 
the Dukedom of Newcastle had been enjoyed. 
That high honour he inherited at the decease 
of his father in 1795, being then but ten years 
of age. Shortly after, he was sent to Eton, 
where he remained till 1803, when, joining his 
mother and stepfather, Genera) Sir Charles 
Crauford, in taking advantage of the brief peace 
of Amiens, he ventured on a continental tour, 
but. in consequence of the renewal of hostili- 
ties, he was detained a prisoner for four years. 
In 1807, shortly after his return to England, he 
married Georgiana-Elizabeth, only child of Ed- 
ward Miller Mundy, Esq., of Shipley. county 
Derby, M.P., by Georgiana Lady Middleton, his 
wife, daughter and eventual heiress of Evelyn 
Chadwick, Esq. This marriage brought a great 
accession of wealth to the Newcastle family. 
The lady was only just eichteen, and is stated 
to have possessed estates of the annual value of 
£12,000, together with a personal fortune of 
nearly £200.000. By her, who died September 
20th, 1822, at the early age of thirty-three, his 
Grace had a numerous issue. The Duke's poli- 
tical career is chiefly distinguished for unbend- 
ing consistency and determined hostility to the 
progress of liberal opinions. To use his own 
words. “ his sentiments, such as they were, were 
ever openly expressed; true or false, they were 
his own—the result of reflection; not formed 
hastily, not the adoption of party, not borrowed 
with an easy indifference from the more fertile 
storehouses of others wit, bnt the plain, un- 
biassed, dispassionate, and independent convic- 
tion of his ow nmind.” 

“My object (we quote from the Duke's 
“Thoughts in Times Past, teste 1 by Sabsequent 
Events”) was to fulfil the duty required of me; 
and to accomplish thisend by no other means 
than such as my searching conscience could 
most sacredly and scrupulously approve Thus, 
then, was I trained into acting upon conscience. 
I endeavoured to discover the truth; and, if 
I failed, it was not from want of intention, but 
from waut of capacity. On looking back to the 
past, I can honestly assert, that I repent of 
nothing that I have done. Vestigia nulla re- 
trorsum. Such has been the cradle of my 
opinions: time may have matured them, and 
given them something like authority; at all 
events, the sentiments which might have been 
originally doubtful are now rootedly confirmed. 
My mind within me is as the needle to the Pole 
—on no point more decisively than that I can- 
not be a Reformer, and that, from conviction, 
as well as from affection, I am a Conservative.” 
It is scarcely necessary to remind the reader, 
that, a few years previously, his Grace had 
offered the most unflinching opposition to the 
passing of the Reform Bill; had been, in conse- 
quence, exposed to all the rancour of popular 
wrath; and had had his fine old Castle of Not- 
tincham burned to the ground by a furious mob. 

The Dnke had equally opposed Catholic Emancipation, the Repeal of the Test 
Act, and any alteration in the Corn Laws. He recorded his vote against Queen 
Caroline, arrayed himself against the Canning administration, and supported the 
Coercion Bills for Ireland. These opinions he ever after maintained ; and how- 
ever much men may differ from 
them, all upright minds must 
concede to the departed nobleman 
respect for his conscientious prin- 
FA ciples, and admiration for his un- 
4 bending honour and public con- 
sistency. Suffice it to add, that, 
long after his Grace’s political 
error sare forgotten, his private 
worth, his high English spirit, his 
generous disposition, and his 
kindliness of heart will be re- 
y membered, and his name will 
ever form an honourable link in 
the ancestral roll of the illustrious 
family from which he descended. 
For many years the Duke held the 
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important office of Lord Lieutenant of Nottinghamshire ; but having refused to 
insert in the commission of the peace the names of two gentlemen, on account 
of their not being members of the Established Church, Lord Cottenham, 
then Lord Chancellor, remonstrated, urging the obvious grounds why the

nomination of Government should be complied with. But the Duke 
was inexorable, and replied indignantly by a stern refusal; whereupon, 
he» was superseded in the Lieutenancy by the Earl of Scarborough. 
At the time of his death his Grace was Custos Rotulorum of Newark, Steward 
and Keeper of Sherwood Forest and Folewood Park, and High Steward of 
Retford. He was also Doctor of Civil Law, and patron of eight livings. His 
hereditary possessions spread widely over the county in which he resided, and 
he greatly increased their extent by the purchase of the Duke of Norfolk’s mag- 
nificent manor of Worksop. None of the Duke’s daughters are married. His 
eldest son, so well known as the Earl of Lincoln, is now fifth inheritor of the 
Ducal coronet; he is in his fortieth year, and was married in 1832, to Lady 
Susan-Harriet-Catherine-Hamilton-Douxlas, the only daughter of the Duke of 
Hamilton ; by her, frum whom he is divorced, he has four sons and one daughter,

On Saturday last, at Portsmouth, at one o'clock, the preparations for the 

public funeral accorded to this late gallant and deeply regretted officer 

were commenced. The troops in the garrison—the 28th, 82nd, Royal 

Marine Artillery, the Royal Artillery, and the Royal Engineers—were 

marched down the High-street, and halted near the George Hotel; and

they then formed in line to the Royal Vic- 
toria Pier. The sailors, petty and warrant 
Officers of H.M.S. Vengeance, then took up 
their station, and were followed by officers 
of both the services, from the Cadet up to 
the Port-Admiral, and from the Ensign to 
the Colonel Commanding-in-Chief. At one 
o’clock, the body was removed from Mr. 
Mitchell’s, in the High-street. The coffin 
‘was covered with a superb union jack, sup- 
ported on either side by captains of the Royal 
Navy, and borne on the shoulders of the gal- 
lant seamen of the ship. The bands of the 
82nd and 50th Regiments then commenced 
the “Dead March” in “Saul;” and the 
cortege proceeded. On the arrival at the 
Victoria Pier, the barges and boats of the 
ships were in attendance to receive the Body 
and the cortége. The band of the 82nd and 
the guard of honour occupied the first boat ; 
in the second were the Body, and the pall- 
bearers and mourners ; in the third, officers 
of Navy and Army; and the fifth, sixth, 
seventh, and eighth boats were likewise 
filled by the officers of the united service. 
On either side of the principal barges were 
escorts of boats, all having the white en- 
sign half-mast. The procession crossed the 
harbour’s mouth, the bands playing the 
“Dead March,” and the Vengeance com- 
menced firing “ minute guns.” The appear- 
ance of the ship in mourning had a solemn 
effect ; the yards were lowered, and all signs 
of white were obliterated. 

The procession was met on landing at 
Haslar jetty by the corps of Royal Marines, 
under Colonel Commandant Menzies (all 
the officers wearing crape round the arm), 
and the 30th Regiment of the line. They 
formed in single file on each side the 
road to the hospital and burial-ground, 
about 400 men of the former corps form- 
ing the firing party, and following the pro- 
cession, preceded by the two bands playing 
the “‘ Dead March.” 

The two Turkish captains commanding the 
vessels of war belonging to that country, 
now lying in Portsmouth Harbour, met the 
cortége at Haslar jetty, and, accompanied 
by Captain Sir Godfrey Webster, Bart., 
joined the procession. 

The body was received at the chapel at 
Haslar by the Rev. Mr. Dunne, the chap- 
lain, and the Rev. Mr. Vick, of Forton. 

The service for the dead having been 
performed, and the body conveyed to the 
burial-ground, it was consigned to its last 
resting-place, and the ceremony was con- 
cluded by three volleys fired by the Royal 
Marines. 

The principal mourners who walked in 
procession were Captain F. Blackwood, of 
the Victory, and Robert Blackwood, bro- 
thers of the deceased ; two sons of the de- 
ceased, one of whom is a naval cadet in the 
Vengeance, and several other relatives.

Flag-Lieutenants Cochran and Aplin; Major Harvey, A.D.C.; Major Purvis, 
the officers of all the ships in the harbour, and also a number of officers on 
half-pay, &c., were present. 

_ The decease of this gallant officer at so early a stage of life—just in 
his prime of manhood—has occasioned the greatest sympathy. He was 
much beloved by all who had the honour and pleasure of his acquaint- 
ance, especially by those officers who had served both with him and 
under him. He has left a widow and ten children, whose melancholy 
bereavement cannot be expressed by words.

Tue death of this gallant officer is just announced. 


Sir Henry was the only son of the second marriage of 
the eminently distinguished Admiral the Hon. Sir 
Henry Blackwood, Bart., K.C.B., G.C.H., who was 
senior lieutenant of the /nvincible, on the memorable 
First of June, and commanded the Zuryalus at Tra- 
falgir. Adopting his father’s profession, and emu- 
lating his services, the Baronet whose death we record 
e Royal Navy in 1814, and, after the usual 
gradations of preferment, obtained post rank in 1827, 
Subsequently to 1844 he served as Commodore in the 
East Indies.

JOHN HAVILAND, M.D., REGIUS PROFESSOR OF MEDICINE IN THE 
UNIVERSITY OF CAMBRIDGE. 
Dz. HAVILAND died at his residence, Trumpington-street, Cambridge, on the 8th 
inst. He was born in 1785, only son of John Haviland, Esq., of Gundenham, by 
Mary his wife, daughter and co-heir of Samuel Glover, Esq , of Dunham, Notts. 
His family was a junior branch of the ancient Guernsey house of De Haviland, 
which, originally of Norman extraction, has been established in the Channel 
Islands since 1176. 
granted by Edward IV., in the first year of his reign, the King confirms the an-

Dr. Haviland completed his education at St. John’s College, and graduated as 
twelfth Wrangler in 1807. In 1814 he was elected Professor of Anatomy, which 
he held until appointed Regius Professor of Medicine. For many years he prac- 
tised as a physician at Cambridge. 

His death was somewhat sudden, though he had previously suffered from con- 
stitutional infirmity He martied, March 31, 1819, Louisa, youngest daughter 
and co-heir of the late Rev. George Pollen, of Littie Bookham Manor-house. Sur- 
rey, and leaves issue five sons, the eldest of whom, the Rev. John Haviland, Vi- 
car of Pampesford, co. Cambridge, is married to Harriet, third daughter of the 
Marchese di Sperieto. 

EDWARD DARELL, ESQ., OF CALEHILL. 
Tue family of Darell was founded in England by one of the companions in arms 
of the Conqueror, and the name of its patriarch appears in the Roll of Battle 
Abbey. Numerous divergent branches were planted in various counties, and 
for centnries flourished in all: the principal were those of CALEHILL and Scot- 
ney, in Kent; of Sessay, in Yorkshire ; of Littlecote, in Wilts; of Pagenham, in 
Sussex ; and Trewernan, in Cornwall. 

Mr. Darell, of Calehill, died at his seat in Kent, on the 13th inst., aged 
seventy-six. He was son and heir of Henry Darell, Esq., of Calehill, by Eliza- 
beth his wife. second daughter of Sir Thomas Gage, Bart. ; and great-grandson 
of John Darell, Esq., of Calehill, by Olivia his wife, daughter of Philip, Viscount 
Strangford. He married, 2nd March, 1802, Mary Anne, daughter of Thomas 
Bullock, Esq., of Muscoats, and leaves issue several children. 


T. S. DAVIES, ESQ., F.R.S., F.A.S. 

Tus gentleman, F.R.S. London and Edinburgh, F.A.S, and a Professor of 
Mathematics in the Royal Military Academy at Woolwich, died on the 6th inst., 
at Broomhall Cottage, Shooters Hill, Kent, in the 57th year of his age. Mr. 
Davies was a very distinguished mathematican, and the author of several works 
on mathematics. He possessed, also, extensive and varied acquirements in dif- 
ferent branches of science and literature. Nor was he unmindful of the 
claims of the more humble aspirant to mathematical honours; his encourage- 
ment and advice were liberally bestowed, as many deserving young men could 
testify. 


ALEXANDER MACDONALD, ESQ. 
ALEXANDER MACDONALD was well known to the public as an expert and zealous 
antiquary. He was one of Mr. Thomson’s best and earliest assistants in the pub- 
lication of the ‘* Acts of the Parliaments of Scotland,” and other works, under- 
taken by the late Record Commissioners. He was long a most active member 
of the Society of Antiquaries of Scotland; and the library and museum of that 
body owe much to his industry and intelligence. He edited several volumes of 
the Maitland Club, to which he contributed a very useful book, ‘* The Register 


of Ministers in the year 1567”—the earliest extant record of the ecclesiastical 


appointments of the Reformed Church in Scotland. Mr. Macdonald also largely |

WILLIAM HOWISON, A.R.S.A. 

Tats well-known line-engraver was born at Edinburgh, in 1788, and was edu- 
cated at George Heriot’s Hospital. 
ticed to an engraver, of the name of Wilson. Even as a boy, Howison was re- 
markable for that industry, perseverance, and punctuality which distinguished 
him throughout life. He never received any instructions in drawing beyond 
what he acquired for himself during the period of his apprenticeship. The first 
engraving whic brought him into public notice was that from the picture of 
“ The Curlers,” which he did for Mr. Harvey. On the completion of this work, 
Mr. Howison was elected an associate of the Royal Scottish Academy—the only 
instance, we believe, of snch an honour being conferred on an engraver. 
Mr. Howison was afterwards employed to reproduce some of the most 
famous pictures of his day, such as the “ Polish Exiles,” by Sir William 
Allan, and the ‘Covenanters’ Communion,” by Harvey. At the period 
of his death he was engaged upon the ** First Letter from the Emigrants,” after 
Thomas Ford, for the Association for the Promotion of the Fine Arts in Scotland. 
Such was his anxiety to have this engraving finished at the stipniated period, 
that he frequently worked irom twelve to fourteen hours a day upon it. This 
unremitting toil no doubt led to the premature close of his career. He died, 
after a short but severe illness, on the 20th ultimo, at his residence, Frederick- 
street, Edinburgh, and was interred in the Grey Friars’ Churchyard. 

Mr. Howison was remarkable for his extreme simplicity and engaging man- 
ners ; qualities which acquired for him friends both among the young and old; 
and which, with his great talents, cause his demise to be generally regretted. 


DeatH or Sir Henry Cuaupe Lorarne, BArt.—We regret to 
announce the demise of the above baronet, who expired on Saturday, at Ramsay, 
Isle of Man.

| THe existing distress in the Islands and Western Highlands of 
| Scotland, though affecting a smaller population, is so similar in its 


origin to that which has so long afHlicted Ireland, as to call for the 


serious consideration of the whole country. The Scotch are so 


| peaceful a people, and the elements of political strife and trading 
| agitation are so few among them, that the social questions which 


most deeply affect their interests do not excite, beyond their own 
boundaries, the attention which the woes of Ireland have so long 
forced from us. For these reasons, but little is known on this side 
of the Firth of Clyde of the misery and degradation of the once 
gallant and energetic people of the Highlands. The potato, and 
the lazy habits which an exclusive reliance upon that easily-raised 
vegetable are certain to produce, have within the last sixty or seventy 
years played sad havoc, both in the physical and moral condition of 
the people; and now that the potato has failed, a loud and long 
cry of distress resounds from the populous islands of the West. 


The landlords, as a body, are unable to meet the evil. A great por- 


| tion of them, like their compeers in Ireland, are deeply embarrassed ; 


and even if they have the will, they have not the power, to be of 
service. Here and there a man like Sir James Matheson, with 
large resources, and with a gencrosity and right feeling com- 
mensurate with them, makes great personal sacrifices to improve 
the people and the land. But these cases are the exceptions; and 
the bulk of the Highland proprietors are utterly powerless for good, 


| and resort to the old Irish process of eviction to clear their estates 
| of the multitudes whom they can neither employ, nor obtain rent 


from, nor support upon the proceeds of a poor-rate. Though the 
seas and lochs swarm with fish, the Highlander has neither the 
inclination nor the skill to turn those invaluable resources to ac- 
“ Fishing,” says a local journal, “seems to be almost a lost 
Hopeless poverty has, in fact, re- 
duced the people to a state of listless apathy. Every young man, 
with a touch of the old fire in his composition, shakes 
the dust of his native soil from his feet as soon as pos- 
sible; and many thousands of the flower of the Celtic race 
have emigrated to Canada, New Brunswick, and Cape Breton, 
leaving behind only the idle, the feeble, the dispirited, 
the idiotic, the halt, the lame, and the blind—all the physical 


| as well as all the moral and intellectual refuse of the country 
| to vegetate, ; 


rather than to live, upon the potato, to in- 
crease and multiply in misery, and to be a burden to the proprie- 
tors and occupiers of the soil. Within the last few weeks a 
swaim of such people were ejected from the Island of Barra, 
and made their appearance in the streets of Glasgow and 
Edinburgh, in a plight that excited the sympathy and indig- 
nation of the rate-payers of those cities, ‘The proprietor of 
the island was appealed to on their behalf; but, not being 
in a position to do anything permanently effectual for their 
relief, they became dependant upon the chance charity of 
the streets, and wandered about in a manner disereditable to a 
well-organised community. The case attracted the 
of a contractor at Dundee, who, being in want of 
ers to open drains on an estate in Fifeshire, offered to 
employ the whole of them. The Relief Commitice in Kdin- 
burgh immediately forwarded them to this new destination ; 
but a few hours’ trial of them was quite suflicient for 
the contractor. “He expected, apparently,” says a Glasgow 
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journal, from which we borrow these details, “to find a band 
of able-bodied labourers, with the richt stuff in them, though 
it probably had never been very skilfully brought out; and he gut 
instead an hospital of decrepit people, infirm, some of them from 
age, and others from want, who had never used a spade in their 
lives, and containing an alarming proportion of women and 
children, affected with epidemic and contagious diseases. The 


worthy man saw his mistake at a glance, and wisely consulted, | 


perhaps, his own and his neighbours’ self-preservation, by sending 
back the Barra outcasts to the care of the Highland Committee, 
and the charitable institutions of Edinburgh.” ‘This is but a re- 
petition, on a somewhat smaller scale, but in an equally deplorable 
manner, of the Irish misery, and it requires identically the same 
treatment. Emigration, which some speak of as the great remedy, 
will not even alleviate such a disease as this; for these are not the 
class of people that will voluntarily emigrate, or that would 
be received by any colony if conveyed in large numbers; 
and a compulsory deportation of the people would not, we 
suppose, be tolerated, or even recommended. The _ evil is 
too deeply rooted to be of easy treatment; but, difficult or 
the reverse, it demands the careful and immediate attention of the 
Legislature. There must be something greatly wrong in the 
agrarian laws or social circumstances of the West Highlands of 
Scotland. as well as in Ireland, when a formerly brave and self-sup- 
porting people are reduced to this state—when the resources of the 
land are undeveloped—and when the sea, teeming with nutritive 
food, to be had for the taking, offers its wealth to them in vain. 
We trust the subject will not be lost sight of because the sufferers 
are less clamorous than the Irish have been; and that a wise Go- 
vernment will not suffer the Celtic population either to be rooted 
out of the land altogether, or to remain in it, a source of perpetual 
misery to themselves and to all around them, without at least 
making some enquiries which shall show us the reason why.

COUNTRY NEWS. 


REPEAL oF THE Wixpow Dury.—On Tuesday the citizens of 

| York assembled in public meeting, presided over by the Lord Mayor, at the 

Guildhall, and agreed to the 1ollowing resolution, and a petition to Parliament 
founded thereon :— 

That, under the present laws for the assessing, levying, and collecting the taxes on air and 
light in England and Scotland, the sum of about £4500 per annum is annually paid by the 
householders of the city of York; that, in the judgment of this meeting, such laws are alike 
unjust, impolitic, and bear most heavily and unequally in their pecuniary operation upon 
tradesmen and others in the industrial ranks of life, interposing obstacles to the prosecution 
of those active measures which are so desirabie for the requirements of the dwellings and the 
promotion of the health of the humbler ciasses, both in this city and throughout Great Britain, 
and opposed to the general feeling and spirit of the present times; that, for these reasons, this 
meeting is of opinion that the period has arrived when it becomes the duty of Parliament to 
undertake the entire and udconditional repeal of the window duties, and to provide, by mea- 
sures of retrenchment in the public service, for any deficiency in the revenue occasioned by 
the abolition of this most obnoxious tax. 

Amongst the speakers on the occasion were Mr. J. G. Smith, M.P.; Mr. M. 
Milnes, M.P. ; Dr. Laycock, &c. 

REPRESENTATION OF BeprorpsHIRE—On Saturday, a meeting 
took place at the George Hotel, Bedford and it was agreed that Colonel Gilpin 
should receive the support of all then present. A requisition was prepared, 
and on Monday morning it was in course of signature. Colonel Gilpin is the 
present high sheriff of the county, but it is expected he will have completed his 
term of office before the election takes place. Other candidates are talked of, 
but no address is out at present. 

NortuH AMERICAN EmiGRrATIon.—On Tuesday a meeting was held 
in the Town Hall, Southampton, to consider the advantages offered by the port 
of Southampton as a favourable point for national emigration, and to hear trom 
the Hon. Mr. Howe (now on a visit to this country from Nova Scotia) a state- 
ment of the measures of public benefit designed by his Government on the sub- 
ject of promoting emigration to the British Colonies in North America. The 
Mayor, who presided, briefly sketched the important nature of the object for 
which the meeting was convened, and then introduced the Hon. Mr. Howe, who 
remarked on the numerous natural advantages possessed by the port of South- 
ampton, which must be patent toevery observer. He found the most erroneous 
opinions prevalent in this country with reference to the state of the 
British provinces on the continent of America. Many persons imagined 
that at the time of the American revolution nearly all that was 
valuable was swept away from the British dominions. Now, if they 
would take the trouble to refer to the map, they would find that one-half 
of the wuole American continent still owed allegiance to England, and 
was subject to the sceptre of Queen Victoria. But that vast tract of country was 
very little known in England, and he wished, therefore, to draw public attention 
to it. They had four millions of square miles on that vast continent subject to 
Queen Victoria; which was larger than all the states of Europe, including the 
British Islands, put together. They had, therefore, for the inexhaustible suste- 
nance of the people, an extent of territory more than equal to Europe. (The 
hon. gentleman proceeded, at great length, to remark on the climate, the cha- 
racter and productiveness of the soil, and other matters connected therewith.) 
The meeting was subsequently addressed by Mr. Councillor Stebbing, Mr. Alder-

unanimously. 

Str Joun Barrow’s Monument.—The Ulverstone Advertiser of 
the 9th inst. says:—‘* Whilst we are at press, we are glad to hear a merry peal 
from our old church bells, announcing that the last stone of Sir John Barrow’s 
Monumental Tower has been successfully raised; may it remain there to his 
honour for ages to come. By the kindness of Mr. Barrow, of the Admiralty, the 
workmen are being regaled within it, flags are flying there, on the church 
steeple, on the shipping, and, appropriately, one over the cottage in which Sir 
John was born.” 

A beautifully sculptured monument to the memory of the Rev. Dr. 
Stonard has been erected in the chapel of Aldingham Church. 

MARRIAGE WITH A DEcEASED WiFe’s SistER.—A_ public meeting, 
presided over by the Mayor, to petition Parliament to repeal the law which 
prohibits marriage with the sister of a deceased wife, and illegitimatises the off- 
spring of such marriages, was held in the Town-hall, Birmingham, on Tuesday 
evening, and was very numerously attended. The adoption of a petition to 
Parliament was moved by the Rev. J. C. Miller, who vindicated the right of 
Christian ministers to come forward in such a cause as the present. An amend- 
ment to the effect that no petition should be presented was then moved by the 
Rev. H. F. Gray, Warden of Queen's College, who had, after mature delibera- 
tion, arrived at the conclusion that such marriages were repugnant to the Word 
of God. The Rev. J. R. Mackenzie seconded the amendment. Richard 
Spooner, Esq., M.P., then, in a brief address, explained the reasons that had in- 
duced him to vote in the House of Commons for the repeal of the law; entered 
upon acursory examination of the arguments on both sides, and declared him- 
self quite unconvinced by the addresses of Mr. Gray and Mr. Mackenzie; finally 
expressing his determination again to vote for the repeal of the law. The Rev. 
J.C. Miller having replied, the amendment was put and lost, only a very few 
hands being shown in its favour. The petition was then carried unanimously. 

DESTRUCTION OF PROPERTY BY FIRE IN MANCHESTER.—Not 
less than six fires have occurred in Manchester during the past week. One which 
occurred on Tuesday evening destroyed a considerable portion of the cotton fac- 
tory of Messrs. Robert Marsland and Co., Ancoats. Messrs. Robert Marsland 
and Co. are spinners and doublers, and their premises, called the Ancoats-bridge 
Mills, consist of three parallel buildings, on the north side of the river Medlock, 
the middle and principal building being 120 feet long and 32 broad, and 
consisting of six stories and an attic. It was in this larger building, filled prin- 
cipally with spinning machinery, that the fire originated. It was discovered 
about a@ quarter past six o’clock in the evening—the work-people having left 
their employment at six—and immediate assistance was brought into requi- 
sition, but the flames, notwithstanding the most strenuous efforts, destroyed 
nearly one half of the larger mill, and the two top stories of the remainder, in- 
cluding the entire roof. The whole of the walls are standing, except a small 
portion of the top of the western side. The other buildings upon the premises 
have not suffered, except from water. The amount of damage done by the fire 
is estimated at about £5000, which, however, is covered by insurance. About 
two hundred and thirty hands will be thrown out of employment by the ca- 
lamity. The cause of the fire isnot known. On the same night, a fire broke 
out in a mill belonging to Messrs. Shatwell and Co., Pinmill Brow, which ter- 
minated in the partial destruction of the building. The fire, it is supposed, 
originated in the top story, but from what cause cannot yet be ascertained. 
Whilst a number of the fire- brigade, with the senior corporal, were engaged on 
the top of the staircase in laying the pipes, a portion of the building gave way, 
just clearing the edge of the staircase, and leaving it erect, with the brigade 
men standing upon the top of it, and they w re obliged to remain in this perilous 
position for some time before they could with safety descend. The property is 
insured for £6000, but the loss, it is stated, will be much greater than this. The 
other fires were not of any magnitude. 

FaTaL ACCIDENTS ON THE EASTERN CountTiEs Rattway.—On 
Monday, an inquiry, of three days’ duration, was concluded, at the Railway 
Inn, adjacent to the Ponder’s-end station, before Mr. Higgs, the Coroner, con- 
cerning the death of Vincent Lodwick, a night-inspector at the station, who was 
recently killed by a special train coming in contact with a goods truck which 
he was removing into a siding. From the evidence it appeared that the Nor- 
wich up goods train arrived at Ponder’s-end at ten minutes past six o'clock, its 
usual time, just as the Hertford train was passing. The Norwich took one of 
ts trucks up the line a little way, and it was taken off to the siding by the 
under-guard and deceased. While this was transacting a special engine came 
down, at about twenty miles an hour, caught the truck, turned it over, and 
crushed deceased between the truck and the wall. The jury returned a verdict 
of manslaughter against Ronald Baxter, the driver of the engine of the special 
train. 














Tuer CHoLera IN JAMAICA.—A private letter just received from 
Jamaica, gives most awful and affecting details of the effects of cholera at St. 
Ann’s Bay. The letter is a very lengthy one, and is filled with fearful state- 
ments of the ravages of this most fatal disease. Mr. H. Henington, the Col- 
lector of Customs at St. Ann’s Bay, Jamaica, the highest appointment in the 
town, and a medical gentleman, Dr. Bailey, were the only thites left in the 
town. The heroic and noble devotion of Mr. Henington, to the dangerous task 
of attending to the sick, was above all praise. He even personally washed the 
dead, and lent his aid to lift them into their coffins; he then had to nail them 
down and bury them, and assisted in carrying the coffin and in digging the 
grave, finally reading the burial service over them. Mr. Henington was left 
almost alone to perform these sad duties. Such truly English and Christian 
conduct under appalling circumstances deserves to be recorded, and it is to be 
hoped that Mr. Henington may be spared to receive the hearty congratulations 
of his friends. 

New Monry Orpers.—The orders now issuing from the General 
Post-office contain an important alteration which has been made in the printed 
rules. Hitherto it has been necessary that a money order should be presented 
for payment before the expiration of two calendar months from the date of 
issue, to prevent its becoming a iapsed order; but with respect to the new 
money orders, it is necessary that they should be paid before the second calen- 
| dar month, or they become lapsed. If, therefore, one of the new orders should 
be presented just before the second calendar month has expired, and through 
any error on the part of the Post-office cash cannot be obtained until the second 
month has expired, the order becomes a lapsed one, although it has been pre- 
| sented within the given time. In the new money orders there is a similar 

alteration of the rules respecting the twelvemonth’s grace allowed to the holders 
of money orders before all claim on the Post-office for the amount of such 
| orders ceases. 

Mormon Emreration.—On New Year’s-day fifteen families de- 
parted from Sheffield on their way to the Valley of the Great Salt Lake, the El 
Dorado of the Mormonite persuasion. They purpose proceeding from New Or- 
leans up the river as far as Council Bluff, 900 miles north of St. Louis. They 
will then prepare for the overland journey across the plain to the Salt Lake 
Valley, a distance of 1000 miles, which has to be performed in waggons. Besides 
the families from Sheffield, parties are also going by the same vess ¢ltroni (o- 
therham, Masbro’, Whiston, and other places in Yorkshire.

MEETINGS. 
Tue CARMARTHEN County MEETING, held in the Shire Hall, at Llandilo, last 
week, followed the course of other county meetings. Resolutions aza nst the 
assumption of the Pope, declaring loyalty to the Queen and attachment to the 
Coustitution, were passed, and a corresponding address to her Majesty was 
adopted. The Hon. Col. Trevor, M P., took an active part in the proceedings, 
and moved the first resolution; the second was moved by Mr. D. A S. Davies, 
also a member of Parliament. The other speakers were Messrs. Pugh Reeves, 
of Kilymaenliwyd, and J. Jones. A letter was read from Earl Cawdor, in which 
the noble Lord stated— 
That, agreeing with the Lord President of the Council in opinion, * that a controversial and 
necessarily imperfect discussion, at a public county mee ing, «f the merits of the Roman Ca~ 
tholic faith cou d be productive of mischief only ;"’ and having no r ason to expect that this 
meeting will take a different course from that which has been usually pursued on these occa= 
sions, I feel that if [ were to attend, Ishou'd, by so doing, appear to sanction in some degree 
a course of proceeding which I disapprove beg likewi © to say, still using Lord Lans- 
downe's words, that, ** as far as ¢ tions which may be offered to the me: ting express 
a firm determination to uphold by eve’ ans the Protes' establishment, and more espe- 
cially to resist the attempts of any foreign potentate. ecclesiastical or civil, directly or indi- 
rectly, to interfere with the ordinances of our Church, or her Mojesty’s supreme authority as its 
head, they will have my e..tire and cordial concurrence.” 
Tue ADJOURNED MEETING OF THE PROTESTANT DISSENTING DEPUTIES Was 
held on the 10th, and, after some discussion, the report of the committee, which 
had on the previous occasion been objected to as not going far enough against 
the Roman Catholics, was received and adopted by a large majority. The party, 
however, which thought the report insufficient, afterwards carried a resolution 
—moved by Mr. Kilpin and seconded by Mr. Apsley Pellat—to the effect that it 
is the bounden and especial duty of Protestant Dissenters to resist by every legi- 
timate means the encroachments of the Papacy in this country, and that it will 
be their duty to petition both Houses of Parliament to protest against any legis- 
lative encouragement of that system, and particularly against the continuance 
of any pecuniary grant towards its support, either in the United Kingdom or its 
dependencies; the deputies to meet for this purpose at an early period after the 
assembling of Parliament. 
REVIVAL OF THE ConvocaTION.—Some members of the Church met in Free- 
masons’ Hall on Tuesday, called together by the Metropolitan Church Union, 
to take measures for the revival of the Convocation; Henry Hoare, Esq., in 
the chair. The Revs. G. Anthony Denison, of East Brent; Dr. Biber, Mr. 
Raven, J. E. Cox, J. J. Cumming, J. B. Sweet, Prebendary Clarke, Mr. 
Hughes, a barrister; and Mr. Dudley Perceval, were the principal speakers. 
The meeting was otherwise than numerous or unanimous; but, after many 
lamentations over the crippled state of the Church, and numerous suggestions 
as to the means of increasing her efficiency as against the Romish Church, @ 
resolution was adopted declaring that the attack of the Bishop of Rome was the 
consequence of the long suppression of the synodal functions of the Church, and 
that the present emergency constituted an additional plea for the revival of 
her synodal functions; and an adaress to her Majesty, founded on the resolu- 
tion, was agreed to. An amendment, moved by the Rev. J. E. Cox, “ That 
the revival of the Convocation would not now conduce to peace,” was lost. 
Addresses to the Upper and Lower Houses of the Convocation of Canterbury 
were also adopted. 
THE INHABITANTS of the BonovcH were called together on Tuesday by the 
High Bailiff, in pursuance of a requisition more numerously signed than any 
reqnisition he had ever received. The meeting was numerous and boisterous, 
Mr. Apsley Pellat moved a resolution denouncing the proceedings of the Pope as 
an insidious and dangerous invasion of the rights of the throne and of the con- 
stitution, repudiating persecution, but calling on Lord John Russell effectually 
to suppress all Papal power and pretensions in the realm, and to give a proof of 
his sincerity by abolishing all the endowments of Popery. Mr. Thwaites, who 
described himself to be a Dissenter, moved an amendment, extending the call on 
Lord John Russell to bring before Parliament a measure to abolish all endow- 
ments of religion out of the public purse. After several speeches, and consider- 
able confusion, the original motion was carried by a considerable majority. as 
was also a resolution lamenting the encouragement given to the Pope by the 
Tractarian party ; and an address to her Mujesty and petitions to both Houses of 
Parliament, in accordance with the resolutions, were adopted. Mr. Alderman 
Humphrey, one of the members for the borough, was present, and took part in 
the proceedings. He recommended, to avoid a division, that Mr. Pellat should 
substitute the amendment for his resolution. The other member for the borough 
addressed a letter to Dr. Black, from Paris, which was read at the meeting, 
expressing an opinion that the act of the Pope was foolish and imprudent, but 
disapproving of the contumely and abuse which had in consequence been cast on 
the Roman Catholics. He declared that he could not depart from the wise 
policy of religious toleration and equality pursued towards the Catholics for the 
last twenty-five years; that he thought the State should interfere as little as 
possible in religious matters; that, in times of excitement, principles should be 
firmly maintained ; and that he must wait for the meeting of Parliament, to learn 
the course proposed to be pursued by her Majesty’s ministers, before he could 
determine whether he should support them or not. 

A WESTMORELAND CounTY MEETING was held at Kendal, on Monday, in pur- 
suance of a requisition, signed by the Earl of Lonsdale, the county members, 
and between 500 and 600 gentlemen. A large number of persons assembled. 
An address to the Queen, to vindicate the national independence—moved by Mr. 
Wilson, of Casterton, and seconded by Mr. Wilson, of Rigmaden Park—was 
unanimously adopted. The other speakers were Mr. Hassel, of Dalemaine, and 
Mr. Wilson, of the Stowe. 

A MEETING aT BRIGHTON, on Thursday week, of the lay members of the 
Church of England, was remarkable for being intended to attack the Puseyites, 
and for a refusal to hear a gentleman, a member of the Church, who wished to 
say a few words in their defence. The public does not seem to improve in 


toleration.

THE BIsHop OF GLOUCESTER AND BrisTot has addressed a letter of advice to 
the clergy of his diocese, in which he recommends them to defend the popula- 
tion from the machinations of the Romish priests, by diffusing amengst them 
scriptural knowledge, and energetically employing all feasible and proper 
means to extend the influence of the Church. He requests his clergy to preach 
sermons, and make collections of money for this purpose, and points out four 
societies connected with the Church, to the funds of which they might con- 
tribute.

a the derrick fixed at the “Industrial Palace,” three-fourths of | 
the circle included within the sweep of the crane is obtained, while 
the remaining fourth of the circle is likewise available, if logs of tim- 
ber, or long lengths of iron, &c., are required to be moved. The 
derrick-crane consists of the the stem, derrick, and the stays—usually 
made of timber, but which may, if desired, be constructed of wrought 
iron. 

The stem consists of two pieces of timber, which meet at top, and 
are connected both at top and bottom by means of cast-iron shoes. 
The lower shoe is constructed so as to turn on a fixed gudgeon; and 
the upper shoe is also fitted with a gudgeon, by which it is connected | 
with the pair of stays, and which enables it to be turned freely round. | 
The crab-engine, as shown in the View, is worked by three men, and | 
is fixed at the bottom part of the stem, the roller, or chain-barrel, | 
being fixed between the two parts of which it is composed. The |} 
stays are fixed at their lower ends by being attached to horizontal | 
sleepers, which meet at the centre of the crane, and support the lower | 
gudgeon of the stem. on 

The derrick, which is constructed of a single piece of timber, has a | 
east-iron shoe at the top, and another at the bottom, the lower | 
end being jointed by a pin to the bottom shoe of the stem, so as to | 
enable it to be moved vertically. Winch-handles, with wheels for | 
single and double purchase, together with the barrel, form one part of 
the crab; while the other part, which raises or lowers the derrick, | 
consists of a barrel and two wheels, by which it is connected with the 
first portion of the crab—the necessary connection being effected by 
means of a clutch fixed on the spindle of the lift barrel. The derrick 
is supported by a chain, passing from its barrel and up the stem to a 
pulley at the top. From this pulley it is carried nearly to the top of 
the derrick, to which, in the present instance, it is fixed ; but, in some 
of the other forms, passes over a snatch-block attached to the derrick, | 
and, returning to the stem, it is securely fastened to the upper end of 
the top gudgeon. The left chain passes up the back of the derrick, 
from its barrel, to a pulley at top, and thence down to the load. In 
order to prevent the derrick barrel from turning, the two portions of | 
the crab are disconnected—the derrick being supported by a catch, or | 
pall, which acts on one of the coupling-wheels. When the two parts of | 
the crab are disconnected, the crane is in a proper state to be used in | 
raising its load ; and when it is necessary to move the load nearer to the | 
centre of the crane, the two barrels are again connected, simply by | 
means of the clutch, the motion of the crab being reversed. When 
the load has to be moved nearer to the centre of the crane, it is ne- 
cessary to raise the derrick. The coupling -wheels are so proportioned, 
that the lift chain is unwound as much as the point of the derrick is 
raised, and thus the load is moved horizontally. When it is required 
to lower the derrick, the left chain is wound up, and the horizontal 
motion of the load is still preserved. The chain barrel is tapered, the 
increased diameter of the barrel moving the derrick through a larger 
range in its higher position, in proportion to the length of the lift 
chain unwound, by which the load retains its horizontal position while 
in motion. 





GREAT INDUSTRIAL EXHIBITION OF 1851. 


By the undiminished attention of the contractors nearly the whole of the flooring 
of the south side will be completed at the end of the week; the north-western 
extremity is somewhat delayed, until some of the machinery in motion, which is 
to be located there, shall have arrived ; otherwise, on the north side, the pro- 
gress is satisfactory. More than 250 feet of the glazing of the transept is per- 
fected, and the light elegant cross railing, from Mr. Owen Jones’s design, which 
runs along the galleries, has been fitted in several parts, and will serve the pur- 
poses of utility and decoration at one and the same time: the contractors, with 
a liberality which has more than once in connexion with the Building signalised 
their sympathy with the Great Exhibition itself, adopted the present pattern at 
the same cost which they had tendered for one of a plainer description. 
According to the address of the Society of Arts, it is announced that it is their

| glass, and, trickling down by capillary attraction, would find its way to the small 


groove on each side of the Paxton gutters, and thence pass into the sewer. 
As to the effects of the wind, it would be necessary to exert a force equal to 


| 6360 tons, at a height of 24 feet from the ground, before they could blow down 


the building. The greatest force of wind ever known had been computed at 22 
b. to the superficial foot. Taking 28 Ib. as the force, and supposing a 
gust of wind to strike the whole side of the building from top to bottom at the 
same moment, the total force which could be brought against it would be from 
1400 to 1500 tons ; whilst here they were able to resist 6360 tons. In the late 
gale, Colonel Reed ascertained the force of the wind to be 194 lb., and it did 


} no harm whatever, though the roof was not on, and the building was quite ex- 


posed. 
As to the amount of motion in expansion or contraction in the perpendicu- 


| larity of the columns from atmospheric changes, the greatest amount would be 


about a quarter of an inch, while they could safely bend any of the columns to 
the extent of two inches at the least. The columns were keyed up hard and 
fast together for distances of two hundred feet at each end of the building, and

of seventy feet constantly on it; and a 6-inch pipe both across and around the 
whole building. Sixteen branches ran into the interior, and with one length of 
hose they could control the whole surface of the structure. The water would 
always be laid on. 

After some other unimportant remarks, a vote of thanks was unanimously 
passed to Mr. Fox. 

The foreign exhibitors, in all cases where an answer has been returned, ap- 
pear to be thoroughly satisfied with the final arrangements which allot the 

various countries distinct space according to their respective latitudes. The 
most northern products will occupy the extremities. The productions of the 
United States are assigned to the eastern division ; then come Russia and the 
northern countries; then France, Germany, Italy, and southern latitudes, 
down to Egypt, Arabia, China, Persia, and the tropics. The visitor, crossing 
the transept, will arrive at the contributions from England and her colonies: 
those of India and Ceylon will be nearest to the transept; Canada occupies 
the western extremity ; and the rest of the space (save that for machinery in 
motion in the north-west extremity) is reserved for the United Kingdom. The 
English colonies to which space has been allotted are :— 

Australian Colonies : New South Wales, New Zealand, South Australia, Van 
Diemen’s Land, West Australia. Bermudas, Canada, Cape of Good Hope and 
Natal, Cape Coast Castle and Dependencies, Ceylon, Falkland Islands, Gambia, 
Gibraltar, Hong Kong, Hudson’s Bay Co’s Territories, India (including Singa- 
pore), lonian Islands, Labuan, Malta, Mauritius, New Brunswick, Newfound- 
land, Nova Scotia and Cape Breton, Prince Edward’s Island, St Helena, Sierra 
Leone. West India Colonies: Antigua, Bahamas, Barbadoes, British Guiana, 
Dominica, Grenada, Jamaica, Montserrat, Nevis, St. Christopher's, St Lucia, St. 
Vincent, Tobago, Tortola and Virgin Islands, Trinidad. 

Our readers will probably like to clearly understand the provision against 
hunger and thirst, which an eight-mile inspection of the industry of the globe 
may induce ; and we append the conditions of tender for the privilege of sup- 
plying refreshments in the Building, which we have previously briefly noticed :— 
** Her Majesty’s Commissioners consider that it may conduce to the convenience 
of visitors to permit light and moderate refreshments to be obtained and con- 
sumed in certain prescribed parts of the Building ; but they think it would be in- 
consistent with the nature of the Exhibition to allow the Building to assume the 
character of an hotel, tavern, or dining-rooms. They will dispose of the right 
of sale of certain kinds of refreshments, in one, two, or three separate contracts, 
subject to conditions hereinafter mentioned, to those parties who shall offer the 
largest sum of money for the right, with guarantees to eusure the proper execu- 
tion of the contract. Three areas, as indicated on the plan, are to be fitted up, 
each respectively for the sale and consumption of the following kinds of retresh- 
ments, which are not to be taken out of the areas:—Central Area: For ices, 
pastry, sandwiches, patties, fruits, tea, cotfee, chocolate, cocoa, lemonade, 
seltzer, and soda-water. Eustern and Western Areas: For bread, butter, and 
cheese, tea, coffee, chocolat, cocoa, ginger-beer, spruce-beer, and similar 
drinks, a list of which must be approved by the Executive Committee, together 
with the other articles in No. 1, at the discretion of the contractor Parties may 
tender for ail or any onelof the refresh- 
ment areas; but the tender for each area 
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the Executive Committee No cook- 
ing whatever will be allowed, and no 
heating apparatus can be used, except 
for the purpose of warming water, and 
making tea, coffee, chocolate, &c All 
apparatus for this purpose must be 
previously approved in writing by the 
Executive Committee. Water and drain- 
age will be supplied by the Commis- 
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sioners; but all rubbish, frazments, 
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stale supplies, &c., must be removed 
between the hours of six and eight a M., 
and never be allowed to accumulate : the 
euntractor will pay a fine of £2 for each 
ia FEET neglect, to be imposed absolutely by the

The Eastern Kefreshment Court will be in the midst of the 
products of the Zollverein, Denmark, United States, and Russia. The Western 
Court will be in the centre of the machinery in motion, located at the north- 
western extremity. 

A Royal party, consisting of the Duchess of Cambridge, her son the Duke, 
the Grand Dukeand Duchess of Mecklenburgh Strelitz, and the Princess Mary, 
were conducted over the building by the executive committee, and Mr. Fox, the 
contractor, on the 13th inst. Their Royal Highnesses expressed their admira- 
tion frequently as they visited the various attractions of the structure. 

Parties of the aristocracy have for the last month been frequent in their in- 
spection of the works, &c. The Duke of Devonshire appears to have repeatedly 
visited the realisation of the idea of his friend and protegé, Mr. Paxton, and 
btn good reason, for from the Clatsworth Conservatories sprang the “‘ Crystal 

'alace, 

A model of a paddle-box of a steam-frigate, with wheel and paddle-box boat, 
showing an easier method of shipping and unshipping a boat, is promised by 
Mr. Mumford, of Deptford, with a gun-carriage for working a gun at a bow, 
broadside, or stern port. 

The Isle fof St. Kilda is to forward a specimen of woollen plaid and cloth ; 
the wool was spun into thread with the old-fashioned spindle, and woven ina 
loom made in the island. 

The jewellers, silversmiths, and manufacturers of Paris are in better spirits 
respecting the Exhibition and its consequences to their trade. As we have pre- 
viously remarked, the bronze articles promised are of great variety and beauty ; 
statuettes, lustres, vases, and chandeliers. A silver candelabrum for the Pasha 
of Egypt is mentioned, together with several gold caskets, and a profusely or- 
namented jewel box a la moyen dge: there are to be elaborate carvings in wood 
and marble ; iron-work in lamps, fountains, crosses, and general ware, with a 
collection of church ornaments, candelabra, &c., in brass; the carpets, tapestry, 
and porcelains are very choice, and especially two large pictorial subjects in 
arras hanging are named. 

A model of a machine for cutting, turning up, and pulverizing the soil at one 
operation, is to be among the agricultural implements from Cork. Mr. Murphy, 
the inventor, states that with a locomotive of four-horse power, and one or two 
men, the machine would excel the working of four or five ploughs, and would 
be useful in localities possessing large tracts of land where labour is scarce and 
expensive. 

Ismail Pacha, the Turkish Minister of Commerce, has signified by letter to the 
chairman of the Executive Committee, that the Ottoman Consul, now in Con- 
stantinople, will be instructed to communicate with the Executive Committee 
for the arrangement of Turkish articles destined to the Exhibition, and which 
will be accompanied by qualified persons, &c. 

The Prussian railway companies have agreed with the Minister of Commerce 
to convey all Prussian workmen visiting the Great Exhibition, in second-class 
carriages, at third-class fares: the Continental second-class carriages, it may be 
remembered, are nearly as comfortably fitted as our first-class carriages. 

A correspondent from Spanish Town, Jamaica, writes, that one planter, who 
is desirous of shewing the successful growth of the cotton-plant there, which 
might be made a staple commodity, will forward 5001b. to the Exhibition. 

The Massachussetts State has wel] behaved itself. Machinery for spinning, 
planing, turning, &c.; textile fabrics—ginghams, shirtings, printing cloths of 
all descriptions ; stuffs, woollen wares of all kinds; carpeting, coach-laces, and 
carriages ; a collection of ores and native metals; furnaces, grates, ventilating 
apparatus, philosophical apparatus in various departments ; pianofortes, stringed 
instruments (one violin valued at 10,000 dollars); statuary, agricultural imple- 
ments, wooden and leather wares of various crafts, are set down in a list fur- 
nished by the local journals. 

The Secretary of the Executive Committee has been compelled to notify, “* that 
in all cases in which the Executive Committee think it right to draw the atten- 
tion of local committees or foreign Governments to any proposal, they will cause 
a letter of introduction to be issued, signed by M. Digby Wyatt, Secretary.” 
Circulars, it appears, for mercantile and other purposes had been issued, with 
the assertion that they had been approved by the Executive Committee. 

The Times Correspondent estimates the number of visitors from Vienna at 
about 2000 persons. It is money, not curiosity (he writes), that is wanting. We 
can assure him that his number is far short of the mark, if the Austrian Go- 
vernment carry out their promised arrangements. 

Specimens of the Harrogate mineral springs are to be forwarded in glass vases 
in a mahogany case, surmounted with a representation of the pump-room placed 
over the old sulphur spring. 

A nail-maker at Bromsgrove has been ordered to make a thousand gold,a 
thousand silver, and a thousand iron tacks for the Great Exhibition ; the whole 
three thonsand not to weigh more than three grains. 

There will be no less than 1600 vessels full-rigged in the model of the Liverpool 
Docks which is to be transmitted. A collection of the importations of Liverpool 
will also be displayed. It is, after the Exhibition, to be returned to Liverpool, 
as a nuclens of a museum of commercial economy. 

A manufacturer of Balbriggan has prepared a dozen pair of ladies’ stockings, 
full size, in weight nine ounces, as a perfect and beautitul specimen of Iri-<h 
manufacture in cotton. The Balbriggan articlesin cotton and silk hosiery will 
challenge comparison, according to the local journals, with those of Nottingham 
itself. 

Purbeck marble, worked into a model of Kingston Church, Corfe Castle (says 
the Poole Herald), will display the different veins of stone contained in the Pur- 
beck beds. 

A specimen of American marble, rivalling, it is said, in purity and whiteness 
the best Italian specimens, is being sculptured into a figure, the size of life, re- 
presenting a dying Indian chief. The block originally weighed three tons, from 
& quarry in Rutland, Vermont. The statue, it is said, is being finely executed, 
and the artist is a young American named Stephenson. 

After official correspondence and departmental consultation, sufficient even 
for the removal of Hyde Park itself, the destiny of the tenth elm—Sibthorp’s 
tree, as the workmen insisted on calling it (whose portrait our Subscribers re- 
ceived on the 4th instant)—is decided: it is no longer to preve an obstructive 
and ugly eyesore, but will be removed, and the portion of the flooring, &c., 
which it had hitherto impeded, is to be forthwith completed. Would that every 
public nuisance (even though it should stand in the way of public convenience 
as long a period), could be so satisfactorily disposed of. 

The circular from the Executive Committee, in answer to applications from 
some of the local committees and clubs respecting lodging accommodation for 
artizans, &c., states, ‘that the Royal Commissioners do not intend to under- 
take to find lodgings for persons visiting the Exhibition, or to interfere with in- 
dividual enterprise.” The Committee state their readiness to atford every infor- 
mation in their power to London agents, &c., who may address them. 

A Central Agency-oftice, with a special committee, is suggested in Leeds, 
which shall superintend the whole of the arrangements for the visiting-clubs, as 
to railway trains, lodgings, &c. The Midland Company are in every way de- 
sirous of increasing the number of clubs, &c., at once, so as to gain some idea 
of the accommodation the company must provide for; they are special’y build- 
ing 100 carriages to meet their anticipated influx of custom. Those clubs who 
are disposed to support the Central Agency are to write to Mr. M. Cawood, the 
secretary of the Leeds Local Committee, before the 22nd inst. 

A committee has been formed in Beverley to establish and assist a visiting 
club. Accounts from Sheffield, York, Hereford, Woburn, Norwich, Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Preston, Southampton ard its neighbourhood, Wareham, &c., reach 
us of the successful exertions of those establishing or who have established 
similar associations, fraternities which will redound to the honour as well as the 
interests of working men. 

The Mechanics’ Home, in the Ranelagh-road, Pimlico, arranged by Mr. Harri- 
son, is acquiring favour wherever its arrangements have been introduced. 
Some 250 Leds have been secured by parties connected with the Leeds clubs. We 
shall shortly afford the fullest information respecting this institution, which 
might be extended advantageously to other quarters of the metropolis. 

A meeting was held at the Albion Hotel, Cockspur-street, on Thursday, Mr. 
Charles Cochrane in the chair, for the purpose of arranging the establish- 
ment of a general registry office for interpreters and guides for the foreign 
visitors expected in this country in the course of the ensuing summer, such 
guides to be paid, when employed by the office, at a fixed sum per diem, a 
slight additional percentage being charged to the visitors requiring their ser- 
vices. After a short discussion, the general principles of the plan were approved, 
and a committee appointed to consider the details. 


A Maaniricent Atsum.—The artists and artisans of Munich 
have made a present to King Louis of Bavaria, as a lasting sign of their grati- 
tude and acknowledgment of his merit in the cultivation of the fine and in- 
dustrial arts. The present of the artists isan Album, twenty-six inches broad, 
twenty inches high, and seven and a half inches thick ; it is bound in dark red 
velvet, and decorated with clasps, ornaments, and basso-relievos, in gilded 
bronze, in the Gothic style of the 15th century. In the middle of the cover is a 
large medallion, encircled with brilliants, and filled with a basso-relievo, repre- 
senting the King surrounded by his artists, and saying to them, “ I live in your 
works!” (the answer of the King to the deputation of artists after his abdi- 
cation). In the corners are four medallions, the basso-relievos of which represent 
the architects with their models, the sculptors and bronze founders with the 
* Bavaria,” the historical painters executing a fresco work, and the landscape 
and genre painter painting from nature. About the middle medallion are placed 
the arms of the King, of the four divisions of Bavaria, and of the artists, with 
the dedication, executed in enamel, and surrounded by rich leaves, The interior 
contains a collection of 170 drawings, water colours and oil paintings, executed 
by artists in Munich, Dresden, Berlin, Dusseldorf, Stuttgart, &c., so that the 
Album, indeed, appears as a present of all the German Artists.—Art Journal, 

Why QUAKERS WEAR THEIR Hats ar MEegerinc.—Quakers in- 
variably wear their hats in places of public worship, or in public assemblies, 
but few are aware how this custom originated.

CHESS WITHOUT THE CHESS-BOARD. 
(To the Editor of the ItucstTrRaTEeD LONDON News.) 

Sirn,—A paragraph has been going the round of the country papers, to the 
effect that Herr Harrwitz has recently played three games at once, without 
seeing the board, and that this *‘ extraordinary feat has never before been per- 
formed, as Philidor, in a similar attempt, saw one board out of thethree.” Pray, 
Mr. Editor, spare me a corner to correct this egregious misrepresentation. 
Surely every one at all conversant with the history of Chess, knows perfectly 
well that Philidor played at least eight or nine different matches of three games 
each, biindfold; and that it was oniy on the last public occasion of his doing so, 
when at a very advanced age, that he adopted the slight alleviation of 
having one Chess-board of the three before him. Nor is the case of Philidor a 
solitary, or even arare one. The late lamented Bilguer occasionally played 
three games blindfold, and in masterly style; and, in our own day, Kieseritzky 
and others have performed the same exploit. 

I have no desire to 2epreciate the performances of Herr Harrwitz, but in jus- 
tice to others it ought not to be forgotten that, in the cases I have mentioned, the 
blindfold player has usually had to contend against the most practised and skil- 
ful opponents. The best players that London could produce were matched 
against PaiLipoR—a very different thing, indeed, to contending against a few 
provincial amateurs, or others of a class much below the highest. 

Perhaps, in the case of Herr Harrwitz, the wonder is increased by the consi- 
deration that, playing in the ordinary manner with the Chess-board before him, 
he cannot claim the topmost rank. In his match with Mr. Staunton, some time 
ago, that gentleman won every even game with perfect ease, and a majority of 
those, also, in which he gave the large odds of the Pawn and two moves. 

I confess, sir, | am inclined to think that too much encouragement should 
not be given to blindfold chess, an art which, to a certain extent, may easily be 
acquired, and which only becomes really extraordinary when the play is really 
scientific. It may be all very well for an occasional exhibition or a holiday 
display ; but I doubt the policy or the utility of a constant attempt to walk 
backwards unless it can be shown that you can travel as securely, as easily, 
and as far as by the ordinary method of locomotion.

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We understand that her Majesty and his Royal Highness Prince 
Albert have jointly presented to the Society of Friends of Foreigners in Di-tress 
the sum of £200 towards the alms-houses for indigent foreigners about to be 
erected by that society. 

It is reported that the Chancellor of the Exchequer, instead of pro- 
posing the total repeal of the window tax, contemplates only a reduction of the 
impost. In the event of his being compelled, by the pressure from without, 
nominally to repeal the tax, he hopes to retain a portion of it, by levying some 
new sort of tax on houses. : 

The Notts R:view says, that the health of T. Houldsworth, [sq., 
M.P. for North Notts, is rapidly giving way, and that there is no prospect of his 
resuming the active duties he has so long and so consistently fulfilled. 

Mr. William Ray Smee says, in his pamphlet on the income-tax, 
that, out of the twenty millions of which our population is compoved, only 
500,000 pay thisimpost. The same writer remarks that the houses charged 
with the window-tax are only 14 per cent. on the total number; and that were 
the malt tax taken off, the ale now sold at 6d. might be retailed at 2d. a quart. 
These facts are startling and suggestive to a Chancellor with a surplus revenue. 

The new city thoroughfare by way of Cannon-street is being 
rapidly proceeded with. The committee, have determined that the houses shall 
be all cleared away, and the streets be paved through by the coming May-day. 

From the usual annual reports on mining in France, it appears 
that in 1850 twenty new mines had been opened in that country, principally iron, 
which hold out promise of productiveness ; some extensive coal seams had also 
been discovered, of excellent quality. Many modern improvements had been 
introduced, particularly in the coal districts, and in respect to ventilation ; and, 
upon the whole, mining enterprise is encouraging amongst our neighbours. : 

On Friday morning week, between five and six o’clock, a very dis- 
astrous fire occurred in Chepstow-street, Oxford-street, Manchester, by which 
a large cotton mill and its contents, valued at upwards of £22,000, belonging 
to Messrs Wallace, Watchurst, and Thompson, were utterly consumed. B 
the fall of the outer walls of the mill, Messrs Nathan Lloyd and Co. sustained 
damage to the extent of £300, and Messrs. Henry and Co. £150. Of the origin 
of the fire nothing is known. By the destruction of this mill about 300 hands 
are thrown out of employment. The damage was partly covered by insurance. 

On Saturday last, six of the men who are charged with having 
committed the daring burglary at Dowland-house, the residence of the Misses 
Farncombe, near Uckfield, in Sussex, which we noticed last week, wereexamined 
at Tunbridge... The prisoners gave their names as J. Hamilton, John Sinith, James 
Smith, T. Morgan, W. Hillyer, and J. Carter. Elizabeth Olliver was also charged 
on suspicion of having some of the stolen property in her possession. Thomas 
Wood, the butler of the Misses Farncombe, recognised some of the prisoners as 
having been present at the robbery, and the evidence generally went to incul- 
pate all the parties charged. They were remanded for a week. 

The Buckinghamshire Railway Company have just contracted 
with Messrs. Fox, Henderson, and Co., to erect a new station at Rewley, Oxtord, 
which is to be constructed on the same principle as the building for the Great 
Exhibition, and it is to be completed in three months. It is stated that the line 
to London is to be opened on the Ist of May next. % 

Some of the large manufacturing firms on the Wear have it in con- 
templation to start a large and powerful steamer, to ply regularly between Sun- 
iderland and London. The greatly increased quantity of goods manufactured 
n Sunderland, and the imperfect accommodation afforded by the railway 
companies, have rendered this project necessary. 

Mr. Charles Dickens has transmitted two guineas towards the funds 
of the Leicester-square Soup Kitchen, stating that the contribution was * from 
a charitable subscription collected in India by Lieutenant Boughey Burgess.” 

In the United States Senate, Mr. Benton has introduced a Public 
Lands Bill, one clause of which authorises the granting donations of land to 
actual settlers free of cost! This doctrine of mild and beneficent agrarianism 
is rapidly becoming populer, as being well suited to the peculiar position and 
resources of the United States. 

The steam-ship Giraffe, just arrived at Blackwall, from Rotterdam, 
has brought an entire cargo of live cattle, comprising 278 head of oxen and 
cows. 67 calves, and 500 sheep, the produce of Holland. This is an extraor- 
dinarily large importation of horned {stock from Holland, and, possibly, the 
largest individual supply of the kind that has taken place from that country.

Ship-building is occupying much attention at Boston and New York 
at present. At the former port a ship has been built (the Staghound) for the 
China trade, 1600 tons register, which is said to be the longest and sharpest mere 
chant vessel in the world, and will, it is asserted, be the fastest afloat. In her 
model everything has been adapted to ensure speed. At New York a ship of 
equal pretensions is fitting out for the Canton trade, and is called the Sea Ser- 
pent. Both these vessels are intended to compete with English ships in the 
trade between China and England. 
On Monday morning last, intelligence reached Liverpool, announ- 
cing the total wreck of the American ship Franconia, on the Anglesea coast, on 
Saturday night, with the loss of Captain Smith, his chief mate, and nine of his 
crew. The Franconia was bound from Baltimore to that port, with a cargo of 
tobacco and cotton. 
Dr. Wareing, the Catholic Bishop of Northampton, was, last week, 
installed in the chapel, on the Leicester-road. Several neighbouring priests gave 
their attendance. The Doctor’s address contained a protest against the “ un- 
just and unparalelled persecution to which ‘Catholics’ had recently been sub- 
jected,” and he exhorted his flock to zeal and consistency in the advocacy of the 
claims of their church. 
The following is an account of the Customs revenue, and arrivals 
of shipping at the port of Gloucester, for the last three years :—Revenue, 
1848, £92,767; ditto, 1849, £97,034; ditto, 1850, £94,082. Vessels from 
foreign parts, with cargoes :—1848, 345 ; ditto, 1849, 477; ditto, 1850, 491. 
The deficiency in the past year is easily accounted for, the receipts on corn 
having been £6000 less than in the year 1849. Making allowance for this fact, 
the general trade of this port has increased. 
A few nights ago, the cemetery of St. Veron, at Avignon (France), 
was scandalously profaned. Many of the tombs were forced open, the railings of 
others were broken down, the coffin of a woman was dug up, the body stripped 
and left lying on the ground, stabbed with a knife, and a vast number of 
statues, crowns, and other things were stolen. ‘he authorities are making 
active exertions to discover the miscreant. 
It is stated that an order has been sent to the Bristol parochial 
authorities from the Secretary of State for the erection of a lunatic asylum, the 
estimated cost of which is fifty thousand pounds. 
| The Indian papers have late news frem New South Wales, from 
| which it appears that there had been heavy gales, in which sundry vessels had 
| gone ashore and been wrecked. Violent rains had fallen in the interior. The 
Legislative Council had passed a vote against the transportation of convicts to the 
| colony. 
The Tuscan Monitore of the 3d publishes a decree prescribing that 
all captains of vessels shall, on arriving at Leghorn, give up to the quarantine 
| officers all letters and papers addressed to places within the Grand Duchy ; and 
| that after being purified they shall be delivered over to the post-office ; and that no 
| captain shall henceforth receive letters for transmission to the place of his de- 
| stination on leaving Leghorn, except from the post-office, on pain of a fine equal 

to five times the amount of the post-office charge on the said letters. Private 
| persons carrying or sending letters will be subjected to the same fine. 

Afew days ago, at the Bath Station, the ticket-clerk forgot to attend 
to his duties, and the people who wished to journey were obliged to take their 
places in the train without payment and without tickets. 

The Derbyshire Courier states that Mr. Barker, of Crich, returning 
home a few nights ago, on horseback, from a neighbouring town, found, on re- 
tiring to rest, that he had lost three tive-pound notes. The next morning he 
arose very early, and retraced his steps, and at the Ambergate toll-bar, where 
he had taken money from his pocket to pay the toll, he found the notes lying on 
the road. 

The Leeds Intelligencer states that a human head was lately found on 
the Durham side of the river Tees, near Middlesbro’, by two men who were going 
down the river in a boat. Mr. Richardson, surgeon, examined it and believed 
it te be the head of a male, and from appearances the age of the person might 
be 30. The head appeared to have been a long time in the water. 

An old man at Gloucester, on New Year’s Eve, went to a party “to 
see the old year out,” when he was observed in a corner apparently asleep. It 
was agreed not to disturb him, until after the last stroke of the old year bad 
ceased to reverberate upon the clock bell, in order to have some badinage at the 
expense of his drowsiness ; but when the party strove to awake him, as they had 
designed, he was found to be dead. 

The managers of the East London Savings Bank have just pre- 
sented their report for the year ending November last, from which it appears 
that 1909 persons have made deposits during the last twelve months, whose 
balances have not exceeded £20, 551 between £20 and £50, 123 between £50 
and £100, 31 between £100 and £150, and 13 between £150 and £200. The 
management expenses have been £200. The total receipts from depositors 
have amounted to £23,487 4s. 1lld., and the total payments to the same 
£21,895 19s. 11d.

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BURNING OF A SLAVE ESTABLISHMENT BY BRITISH SEAMEN AND MARINES, AT KEONGA RIVER MOZAMBA, IN THE MOZAMBIQUE CHANNEL, 


THE SLAVE-TRADE IN THE MOZAMBIQUE CHANNEL. 


THE well-directed energies of British seamen and marines, in checking 
the enormities of the Slave-Trade, have furnished many interesting 
scenes for our sketching Correspondents, as well as for our Engraver’s art. 
The accompanying is a contribution to this class of illustration. It 
shows an attack made on the town of Keonga, River Hambezy, or Mo- 
zamba, in the Mozambique Channel; with the burning of an extensive 
slave establishment by a division of seamen and marines from her Ma- 
jesty’s ship Castor, and steam-vessel Dee, on the 8th of June last, under 
Commander B. H. Bunce, of the Castor. On this cecasion a six-pounder 
gun was carried and spiked, a large slave-dow (native vessel) blown up, 
and premises for several thousands of slaves set fire to, and completely 
destroyed ; in addition to large storehouses filled with merchandise in- 
tended for conducting the vile traffic. The barracoons were defended 
by the six-pounder, which the British captured, and by about 300 free 
natives, with muskets, besides several bowmen and spearmen. So rapid 
were the movements of our seamen and marines, that the people, who 
are very warlike and courageous, had scarcely time to get under arms 
before the place was totally demolished. They, however, on the em- 
barkation of the force, opened a sharp fire from the bushes, which was 
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returned with good interest ; but no lives were sacrificed on the part of 
the English. 

fowards the close of the month previous to the above attack, the 
slave barracoons were also burnt at Masain, near Cape Delgado, by a 
division of seamen and marines from the Castor and Dee. This was a 
notorious slave market. The attack was made by the English at day- 
break ; and before the natives could offer resistance, the barracoons were 
destroyed, a magazine of powder exploded, and a stone-built house of 
the proprietors undermined blown up. 





THE GUNPOWDER MAGAZINES NEAR LIVERPOOL. 
THE inhabitants of Liverpool are just now applying their energies to the 
removal of 2 great and imminent danger, of the existence of which they 
have for a long series of years hardly seemed to be aware. 

So little is seen by the ordinary passenger, who seeks a fresh breeze on 
the opposite shore of the Mersey, of the warehouses in which the vast 
stores of gunpowder discharged from vessels on entering this port are 
kept, that, even to our Liverpool friends, the accompanying Sketch will 
have the freshness and interest of novelty. Tothose who are but par-

tially acquainted with the noble estuary on whose waters float the 
hundred argosies whose cargoes form the wealth of Liverpool, we may 
give a brief description. 

Leaving the ferry at Egremont slip, and taking the shore in the direc- 
tion of New Brighton, and about half way to that fashionable bathing- 
place, is a collection of houses known as “ the Magazines.” At the rear 
of the cottages, on the low cliff, are the Magazines themselves, ap- 
proached from the shore by a road cut through the cliff, and hardly dis- 
tinguishable by its circular lodge, cart-shed, and gateway in the inner of 
its two walls. Within the inner inclosure are a number of warehouses, 
separate, and isolated, if so moderate a precaution may be so termed, 
by mounds of earth, grassecovered. Round the north side runs the road to 
Liscard ; and from the opposite side of this road, on a slight elevation, the 
Magazines are seen. To the left is the gaol at Kirkdale, andthe East 
Lancashire Railway, next the church of Everton, the new Clock Tower; 
and, finally, tothe right, the group of buildings in the centre of Liverpool, 
consisting of the Town-hall, St. George’s and St. Nicholas’ Churches, the 
Telegraph Tower, and the Custom-house, 

The existence of this danger has been investigated by the Govern. 
ment ; and the inquiry, though somewhat tardy, promises to be effective.

Chronicle) must have been as much surprised as others at the apathy which so 
many thousands of people on both sides of the Mersey have long shown respect- 
ing the existence of this horrible nuisance. The carelessness which has existed 
respecting life and property is amazing. Even the ordinary precaution against 
lightning has not, it appears, been adopted at the Magazines, although, as a 
contemporary remarks, the fort at the entrance to the river, a short distance 
from the Magazines, was struck a short time since by the electric spark, which 
burnt the halyards of the flagstaff. It is really providential, that, in the absence 
of any necessary precaution, no great calamity has hitherto attended the ship- 
ment of gunpowder to and from these Magazines, more especially when we re- 
flect that smacks laden with the powder are passed every hour in the day, and 
every day in the year, by the numberless steamers that are constantly plying 
up and down the Mersey, from which sparks and flame are continually emitted. 
The Magazine itself, with 700 or 800 tons of gunpowder, is left unguarded at 
night; and it was proved before the Government official that the powder was 
unloaded into carts, the wheels of which have iron rims, drawn up and down 
by iron-shod horses. At the time the Magazines were erected the shore on both 
sides was without houses for miles round ; but, with the vast increase of popula- 
tion, with the erection of numerous houses on the Cheshire side, and dock- 
works on the other, a source of such constant apprehension as a large gun- 
powder dépét ought, years ago, to have been removed. Even now, in all pro- 
bability, no steps would have been taken, but for the serious explosions in powder 
that have occurred recently in this country and on the Continent, attended with 
serious loss of life.

More Nineven Scotrrures.—A letter has been received from Dr. 
Layard, dated Bagdad, Nov. 20, 1850, in which, speaking of the sculptures he is 
sending to the University of Oxford, he says:—The sculptures, unfortunately, 
were on the same raft with one of the lions, which was wrecked between this 
place and Burrah, and above a month elapsing before their recovery, they were 
too late for the vessel by which I had hoped to forward them to England. They 
have since, therefore, remained at Burrah with the rest of the antiquities ; but I 
hope to ship them next month, and it is probable they may be with yon in the 
spring” Dr. Layard also regrets that ‘* the sculptures which ought to have 
been shipped two years ago are still lying on the beach at Burrah, and have suf- 
fered irreparable injury.” He further says, “I have now deserted Nineveh for 
the time for Babylon, but have not actually commenced excavations, being with- 
out the necessary documents from the Porte, and the country around Bagdad 
being in an unexampled state of confusion and disorder.

ADELPHI, 

The Parisian drama of “ Paillasse,” by MM. Dennery and Mare Fournier, was 
produced on Monday, under the title of ‘ Belphegor the Mountebank ; or, the 
Pride of Birth.” It has, of course, been much altered; and is, as announced, 
“of peculiar construction, full of powerful Adelphi effects.” Replete with bu- 
siness and excitement, the drama of ‘“‘ Belphegor” promises to be one of the 
most successful of the season. The story is exceedingly complicated, and the 
persons are remarkably eccentric—such, indeed, as the Adelphi performer de- 
lights in. Mdme. Celeste, Miss Woolgar, Mr. Webster, Mr. Bedford, and Mr. 
Wright were admirably fitted. Mr. Webster himself was never seen to more 
advantage than in Belphegor, a wandering mountebank, who, beneath his absurd 
exterior and bombastic manners, assumed professionally as the means of living, 
has a good heart and a clear head, and cherishes, in particular, the domestic 
feelings. His wife, Madeleine (Mdme. Celeste), appreciates his many excellent 
qualities, and his children love him with devoted affection. 

The scene opens with a fair in the village of Montroulade, in honour 
of the restoration of the Bourbons, in 1814; and here the mountebank 
arrives with his car, his Merryman and his family. The sports of the 
fair being over, Belphegor and his wife are addressed by the Chevalter 
de Rolac (Mr. O. Smith), who informs them that Madeleine is the lost 
daughter of the Duke de Mentbazon (Mr. H. Hughes), and coolly proposes that 
she and her children should forsake her husband, have her marriage dissolved, 
and so become qualified for admission into her noble family. The proposition is 
rejected with scorn and indignation. But the Chevalier lays plans by which he 
ultimately prevails. The faithful pair fiy to their private lodgings at An- 
gouléme; but here the family emissary penetrates, and, coming at a time when 
the life of the daughter is despaired of by the mother, he induces Madeleine to 
accept the offer of the Duke, for the sake of the child. Great is the despair of 
Belphegor. His son remains faithful to him; but both are in danger of starva- 
tion; for the Duke sends agents, by whom they are dogged from place to place, and 
by various persecutions deprived of the means of gaining their livelihood. In the 
course of his wanderings, however, Belphegor arrives at the Duke's chateau, near 
Bordeaux, just at the moment that his Grace's guests are enjoying a Florentine féée, 
and, being supposed to be one of the masqueraders, addresses them in character, 
and also performs some of his professional tricks, and finally receives money from 
the company, in order tocarry out the supposed assumption to its natnral con- 
clusion. In all this he is prompted and assisted by one Nina Flora Aphrodite 
Stiltz (Miss Woolgar), who, like him, has achance introduction into high life as

the wife of Ajax, the “ Merryman” (Mr. Wright), supposed to be the son of the 
Baron de Montroulade (Mr. Paul Bedford). Thus supplied with means, and 
meeting with the Chevalier, from whom he wrings a confession, and some papers, 
Belphegor proceeds to the Duke’s palace, in search of his wife, disguised as De Rolac. 
He obtains the desiredi nterview ; but, it turning out that the Chevalier himself 
is a returned convict, of whom the officers are that instant in pursuit, and the de- 
linquent's papers being found upon Belphegor, he( Belphegor )is arrested, and tried 
fora murder committed fifteen years ago. The Duke, though sure of his innocence 
and want of identity, encourages the prosecution, and all would go against him, 
but that the villain, De Rolac, finding a pardon has been obtained from the King 
(the object being, not to execute Belphegor, but to get him out of the way), comes 
forward to avow his personality. It is then also discovered that Madeleine is 
not the Duke's daughter, but that Belphegor is really his son, brought up under 
similar circumstances. The curtain accordingly falis on the happiness of all 
parties. 

The performance is in every respect excellent, and the mise en scine perfect 
Mr. Webster performed with a force, feeling, and finish which entitle him to 
the rank of an artist of extraordinary power and skill. We were also greatly 
delighted with Miss Woolgar. The house was crowded; and the piece must 
i immensely attractive. The Illustration shows the opening scene of the

DRURY-LANE. 


A sentimental conversational play, in five acts, by Mr. Sullivan, entitled 
“The Old Love and the New,” was produced on Thursday. The house was, 
we are happy to sy, crowded by a fashionable audience assembled to witness 
a new drama, on which, probably, the fortunes of the theatrical season depended. 
If the production of a meritorious literary composition, and the appro- 
bation of an intelligent auditory, can ensure success, the author and 
the manager may congratulate themselves on the result of the evening. 
From the absence of situations and comic scenes, however, it is somewhat 
difficult to make the interest of the theme intelligible in recital. The plot is of 
the kind that comes out in the dialogue, not in the action; and its value is de- 
pendent more on the style in which it is told than on the manner in which it 
addresses the eye of the spectator. Its influence lies in the language, which is 
always good, though seldom brilliant, frequently elegant, and invariably neat. 
The turns of fortune in the story depend on the agency of an old maid, Miss 
Trimmer (Mrs. Ternan), who has become such in consequence of the 
neglect in early youth of Sir Algernon Courtoun, Bart. (Mr. Cooper),and who, at 
the opening of the play, deems hirnself the accepted suitor of one Camilla Haythorn 
(Mrs. Nisbett). Butthe young lady has a lover in the baronet’s nephew, Captain

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Sidney Courtoun (Mr. Anderson), in favour of whom she gives the uncle a refusal | 
This has the operation of depriving the nephew of the uncle’s fortune ; to restore | 
which, the young lady takes to scheming. She feigns a passion for Major Stock (Mr. 
Emery), who is deceived by the ruse, and who has according!y to bear for the nonce 
the brunt of the uncle’s indignation and her father’s disapprobation. The tables 
being turned upon the young lady in this direction, and the affair bec oming 
serious, to avoid the consequences, the lovers are compelled to call in the aid of 
the old maid, who, by making herself known to Sir Algernon, turns all his 
anger into self-remorse, and induces him to sanction their marriage. The 
interest of this table was gradually built up, and the different developments of it 
contrived with great skill. The scenery bestowed upon it is highly finished, and 
one of the scenes, which we have given n the fourth act, is a very splendid 
and well set picture. It is that in which the Major is under the 
process of being undeceived as to the reality of Camilla’s attachment for him. 
It is, perhaps, the most exciting portion of the dialogue, and produced consi- 
derable merriment. Mrs. Nisbett acted with care and effect, but, we thought, 
avoided too much the realizing of the incidents. This fault may in general be 
found with the acting ; but no doubt it was indulged in by all, from the percep- 
tion that the work depended, as we have said, on its conversational excel- 
lence. Mr. Anderson had little more to do than to look the lover. The 
smallest share of the dialogue fell, perhaps, to his lot. Mr. Emery had, on 
the other hand, a somewhat bustling part to sustain, and threw some animation 
into the scenes in which he appeared. On the fall of the curtain, the author 
and the performers were called for. The former bowed his acknowledgments 
from a private box, and the comedy was announced for repetition until further 
notice. —-

Miss Louisa Howard performed the part of the fashionable and frail lady very 
prettily ; and Mrs. Stirling was exceedingly pathetic in that of the virtuous and 
humble girl.

The dialogue of the drama 
is very effective, and the piece is placed on the stage with all the appropriate 
tments of scenery and costume.

M. CHARLES GOUNOD’S COMPOST 
Mention has been frequently made in the c -— $0 
DON News of a new composer, named Gounod , whose 
been accepted at the Grand Opera in Paris, anc i is now i 
ntecedent fF M. Charles Gounod little is known ; 
* Conservatoire,” and studied under Reicha, Lesueur, 
age of nineteen he obtuined the second grand prize,in 1837. Two years afterwards 
(1839), he gained the first grand prize, and, as a consequence of this distinction, 
wentt to study at the French academy, established in 1666,in Rome, in the interest 
of art. After M. Gounod quited Italy, he travelled in Germany for some years, but 
r,it appears, rushed into print or made any attempt to have a public per- 
of t his works. it was Mdme. Viardot Garcia, one of the most con- 
, as well as the great lyric tr jian recognised 
ll the world, who, accidental ly hearing M. Gounod’s music, was struck at 
once with its beauty and originality. So thoroughly impressed was this gifted 
singer with the genius of M. Gounod, that she did not hesitate to exercise her 
infinence at the Grand Opera, with the direction, and to run the hazard of 
creating anew part in an opera from an untried and totally unknown com- 
poser. An equal degree of temerity has been d splayed by Mr. John Hullah, 
who, after having seen the score of some of M. Gounod’s sacred compositions, 
without the slightest personal knowledge of the composer, produced on Wednes- 
day night, at St. Martin’s Hall, at the third of his Monthly Concerts of Ancient 
and Modern Music, four pieces by the French composer. This act of moral as 
well as artistical courage on the part of Mr. Hullah entitles him to the highest 
praise. There was no invidiousness in the determination ; for, during the series 
of concerts. there are to be new sacred works by Sterndale Bennett, Macfarren, 
and Sir F. G. Ouseley, Bart. 
It may be concluded that the interest created in musical circles by Wednes- 
day's programme was intense. The assemblage of amateurs, professors, and 
li s included many names of note, and the appearance of the composer 
(he having arrived from Paris for the occasion) added to the 
it. There were four compositions in the scheme by M. Gou- 
a chorus, a “Libera me” from a requiem; a motet, ‘* Thou 
content them, O Lord,” sung by two choirs without instrumental 
accompaniment; a Sanctus, Hosanna, and Benedictus, for tenor, so- 
prano, chorus, and orchestra, and organ obligato; and a dramatic 
scena, * Peter the Hermit,” sung by Mr. H. Phillips, with semi-chorus, chorus, 
and orchestra. It may be presumed, that in thus presenting four detached pieces 
from divers works, one following the other without any break, the powers of 
the composer were subjected to the severest test. It must also be stated, that 
the weakness of the stringed instruments (we mean, of course, numerically 
compared with the complement of brass, wood, and percussion) ought 
to be taken into account in the estimation of M. Gounod’s 
and zealous as were the choristers, the lack of light and shade, 
of precision and refinement in many portions, were sensibly felt ; but with every 
drawback in the execution, we could not but feel, in listening to the music of 
od, that the advent of a master mind must be hailed. The qnalities 
1 were found thus to class him were—striking originality, without eccentri- 
yure and flowing melody, with the utmost simplicity; gigantic grandeur 
stion, with breadth of design and imposing masses of sound ; admirable 
g ‘for the singers; massive and rich in harmony, and picturesque in 
orchestration. The dignity of the opening of the “Libera me ”—the 
gradual working up of the impressive and imploring accents for Divine mercy 
on the tremendous Day of Judgment, and the powerful contrasts between 
voices and orchestra in the word-painting, afforded undeniable evidence 
of the genius of the composer. He has preserved the sacred character of 
the Church modes. Strictly severe in the style, the intellect is inspired with de- 
m, but exquisitely melodious ; atthe same time the heart is touched with sym- 
athy. There is nothing sombre or fantastic: the soul-stirring effects are pro- 
duced by the simplest forms. The Motet is a charming specimen of vocal part 
writing—reminding one of the peculiar phrases of melody of the old madrigalian 
writers: it might have been sung more smoothly and steadily. The next piece 
in order of succession, the *‘ Sanctus,” with tenor solo, so beautifully and unaf- 
y sung by Mr. Lockey, created such a sensation that it was encored: it is 
é rely melody ; the choral and orchestral parts to it are quite picturesque, and 
1e whole is of marked originality. The ‘‘ Hosanna” was overpowering with jubi- 
sultation. Nothing could be in finer contrast than the soprano solo (very 
y sung by Miss. Kearns) in the ‘“ Benedictus.” With the delicate organ 
obligato, this canto fermo told powerfully. On the whole, the individuality of the 
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composer was thoroughly proved by these four works, the least effective and suc- 
cessful of which was the * Peter the Hermit” scena, the stringed being quite 
unable to compete with the martial brass accompaniments. One remarkable 
point about Gounod is, that his music can be traced to no previous models, it is 
essentially his own; adverse criticism may style this characteristic ‘‘ affected 
simplicity,” and charge him with the desire to avoid plagiarism, a very odd ob- 

ction assuredly to a composer in this age of imitation and appropriation. But 
‘the fac ul Ity of produc ‘ing original imagery and novel treatment is assuredly M. 
Gounod’s gift ; and, with the possession of such a qualification, we shal! look for- 
ward with curiosity to his fnture career, 

In addition to the novelties we have referred to, Handel’s fourth oboe con- 
certo (the obligato parts excellently played by Messrs. Nicholson and Horton) ; 
the frost scene from Purcell’s “* King Arthur,” ihe solos artistically re ndered by 
Miss Kearns and Mr. Phillips; and Mendelssohn’s ** Walpurgis Ni cht,” were in- 
cluded in the scheme. Mendelssohn’s “ Elijah” will be given in the fourth 
concert. 

FOREIGN MUSICAL NEWS. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Wednesday. 

One of the most interesting events in lyric annals took place last Thursday 
night, at the ThéAtre Italien. Mr. Lumley, the fortunate director, presented 
for the first time, before a Parisian public, Mdlle. Caroline Duprez, the daughter 
of the famed tenor of that name. The interest of this ** solemnity,” as the 
French call it, was, moreover, increased by the co-operation of the father in the 
cast ; and another curious coincidence was that the opera selected for the occa- 
sion was Donizetti’s “* Lucia di Lammermoor,” a work expressly written by the 
composer for Duprez when the latter was the star of the San Carlo at Naples. 
Duprez, as it may be recollected, was for many years the first tenor of the 
French Grand Opera, as the successor of Nourrit. Last year he took his fare- 

well of the French Opera, his voice having quite failed latterly to be adequate to 
the calls made wpon it by such parts as Arnoldo, Raoul, Eléazar, Otello,&c. He 


is stillin the prime of life, having been born in Parisin 1805. Take him for all in all 
he was the greatest tenor ever heard onany stage ; Rubini, Donzelli, Nourrit, and 
Mario having unquestionably great specialities, but not one of themever combining 
such lofty and intensely dramatic powers as Duprez. Since his secession from the 
Grand Opera, he has devoted himself to tuition. One of the best books on the 
art of singing is from the pen of M. Duprez. He was professor at the Conser- 
vatoire. His daughter, Caroline, at an early age, manifested great musical 
aptitude, and, with the lessons of her father, it may be conceived that she made 
rapid progress. In a considerable tour in the French departments, and in some 
parts of Germany, Mdlle. Duprez sang on the stage with her father, with the 
greatest success. Mr. Lumley displayed tact in engaging her in Paris, where 
public sympathy was so strong on the side of the father. Still, without being 
led away by the excitement of such a night as last Thursday, when the disposi- 
tion was naturally overwhelming on the part of the general public to make the 
debit a veritable triumph, there can be no question, that, even without the 
name of Duprez, the young beginner must have commanded success. Her 

appearance is very prepossessing: she is not yet nineteen years of age; her 
deportment is easy and graceful, and she appears to inherit the dra- 
matic energy of her gifted sire. Her vocalisation is, of course, in the 
best school; she declaims well, and her cadenzas are exquisitely neat and 
finished. There was no end to the enthusiasm of the audience, who insisted 
on her appearance before the curtain, after Edgardo’s death, although her father 
pleaded that she was not in full dress, and on she was brought with a loose robe 
round her instead of Zucia’s bridal costume. Duprez was very nervous 
throughout the performance, but he had his fine moments, when his genius 
would tower above his physical disability. This was altogether a most interest- 
ing evening. Some amateurs recollected and compared the night with that when 
Garcia (father of Viardot) appeared in Otello, and his daughter, the lamented 
Malibran, made her débtit as Desdemona. There will be great curiosity to see 
Malle. Duprez in other parts, but there can be no reason to have any mistrust 
as to the brilliancy of her future career. With the exception of Sontag, the 
management has only had this success in the débiits of the new artistes this 
season. Ivanoff, the tenor, has disappeared, and the new basses and baritones, 
soprano. and contralto have made no great impression ; but, with Sontag and 
Mdlle. Duprez, Calzolari and Lablache, there will be attraction enough to bring 
the campaign to a satisfactory conclusion for this year. 

Auber’s ‘* Enfant Prodigue” has attained its fourteenth representation ; but 
the Direct: or has found the necessity of hastening the production of the new bal- 
let, ** Paquerette,” which will be brought out this week. It has also been re- 
solved by M. Roqueplan that Rosenhain’s two-act opera, “*Le Démon de la 
Nuit,” shall be forthwith produced, the composer having been kept waiting some 
five or six years. M. Gounod's new opera, ** Sappho,” for Madame Viardot, will, 
therefore, be postponed until after Rosenhain’s work. In the meanwhile, M. 
Gounod has gone to London, to be present at the performance of some of his sa- 
cred compositions, by one of your Choral Societies. 

The celebrated Conservatoire (Société des Concerts) performances commenced 
last Sunday; M. Girard conducted. Madame Pleyel, the queen of pianistes, is 
making a tour in the south of France. Her execution is more marvellous than 
ever. 

The Italian opera is flourishing in Madrid. The success of Rossini’s ‘‘ Bar- 
bitre” has been unbounded, as may be guessed by giving thecast: Rosina, Mdlle. 
Alboni; Bartolo, Signor Roda; Basilio, Herr Formes; the Count, Signor Gar- 
doni; and Figaro, the mercurial and unrivalled Ronconi. Such were the spirits 
of the latter, that, whilst the auditory were convulsed with laughter, the stag 
business was sometimes brought to a stand-still, Ronconi’s colleagues being un- 
able to resist the infection of the general merriment.

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Tue Cigar Destrorer.—M. Guerin, the entomologist, so cele- 
brated for his discoveries, has found out a new destructive agent which has ap- 
peared among the cigars in the national manufactory. Everybody has noticed 
cigars with holes in them, which the smoker cannot use because ofthe air not 
drawing through the whole length. In 1847, M. Guerin Meneville received 
from M. Planche, director of the tobacco factory, a small packet of dry cigars, 
eaten into holes, with a certain number of insects found in these cigars and 
in other tobacco. One insect alone was alive. Some of these insects were 
common to all countries, but some, he could tell at once, were from peculiar 
localities. No cigar smoker, however experienced, could have told the precise 
tobacco of which the cigars were made, but M. Guerin could at once state that 
the cigars came from North America and Cuba. In some he found Xvyletine ser- 
ricorne (Xyletinus serricornis), a little insect common to Louisiana; in the 
others .- found the body of a longicorne, the Elaphidion arrose (Elaphidon irro- 
ratum, Fab.), peculiar to Cuba, and some blattes, or kakerlacs, as well as a scor- 
pion, also peculiar toCuba. In another Havannah cigar he found a new insect, 
which, like the ryletine, belongs to the family of the terediles of Latreille, a 
famijy of insects accustomed to make holes in wood. M. Guerin has named him 
the Catorama du tabac, from two Greek words signifying to seek below. 
Smokers have not complained of any injurious effects from these animals, and 
yet they are poisonous, in a similar way to the cantharides. But the fire 
purifies all this. M. Guerin is engaged in examining whether some means may 
ter be found of destroying them, or of prev enting their eating into cigars, of 
which they utterly destroy a large number in the course of the year, to the great 
loss of the administration.—Jonas’s British and Foreign Advertiser. 

Fire AND Loss or Lire.—At a quarter past two o’clock on Wed- 
nesday morning, a fire broke out on the premises of Ben Caunt, the well known 
pugilist, known by the name of the Coach and Horses, in St. Martin’s-lane.

Nearly all the species, indigenous and imported, 
were exhibited. The Tumbler, in all its beautiful varieties, of 
Almonds, black, yellow, red, and agate Mottles; and Baldheads and 
Beards (short-faced) in their several varieties ; Carriers, in their varieties of 
black, dun, and blue; Pouters, black, yellow, blue, and red-pieds; and 
an assemblage under the general name of “ Toys,” comprising the species 
and varieties of Jacobins, Trumpeters, Magpies, Barbs, Owls, Turbits, 
Helmets, Spots, Swallows, Fan-tails or Shakers, Brunswickers, the Porce- 
lain from the West Indies; with the Archangel, Persian, and Australa- 
sian birds. All were in excellent feather and fine show; of which we 
have engraved specimens.

Tuts Picture, from the Exhibition of Modern Art, in Pall Mall East, 
exemplifies in a very favourable manner the zeal with which the artist 
has studied nature. One great claim of this drawing resides in its 
colour, in the warmth and embrowned gold of the low-toned light which 
is suffused over the whole scene. A certain want of balance in the dis- 
tribution of the materials of this drawing, which is rather prominently 
apparent (but unavoidably so) in our print, is not felt in looking at 
the original picture, on account of the interest which is attached to the 
upper part of the sky, from the delicate rendering of multitudes of lu- 
minous bars of amber-coloured cirrus cloud. The stillness of the even- 
ing hour and atmosphere is given with fine feeling; and the elaborate 
yet unaffected execution of the whole deserves high commendation.
